Newton Planning Board Wants 
Wider Streets For Business 
Areas 


NEWTON DRAMATIC

John Hiller to Play Difficult

About a dozen residents of Newton 
Highlands were present at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night to protest against the pro- 
posal of the Newton Planning Board 
for the establishing of 15-foot set-hacks 
or building lines on several streets in 
that district. The streets on which 
the Planning Board recommends that 
such a set-back be established are: 
Walnut at. from Centre st. to Boylston 
st.: Centre st., northwesterly side 
from Boylston st.. northeasterly about 
250 feet: Centre st., southeasterly side 
from Boylston st. to Boylston rd.: 
Floral st., southeasterly side, from 
Boylston st., about 170 feet; Boylston 
st., northerly side from Floral st. to 
Boylston rd.; Eliot st., southeasterly 
side from Cook st. about 100 feet; 
Cook st., southerly side from Eliot st. 
to B. & A. railroad. 

A public hearing on this proposal 
had been advertised. Raffaele Anton- 
asio of 831 Boylston st. was the only 
citizen present at the hearing to favor 
the set-back proposal. It was appar- 
ent that several of those who protest- 
ed against the plan did not understand 
the purport of it. T. F. Mullen of 
Mountford rd., whose family owns 
property on Centre and Walnut sts., 
objected to the 15-foot set-back on 
these streets. He said that several 
property owners in this location will 
agree to a 7V a -foot, or even a 10-foot 
set-back on Centre st., and to 5 feet on 
Walnut st. 

Frank A. Schirmer of 332 Common- 
wealth ave., speaking for Mrs. Kath- 
erine Geyer of 1658 Centre st., said 
the 15-foot set-back would bring the 
street line within 10 inches of the 
Geyer house and destroy its value. 
Alderman Grebenstein enlightened 
Mr. Schirmer as to the reason of the 
proposed set-back, and removed that 
objector’s misapprehension. The al- 
derman explained that the set-back is 
only to establish a building line, if 
and when the streets affected will be 
changed into a business zone. He said 
there will be no taking of land, and 
the present residences will not be af- 
fected. 

John J. Fogg of 37 Boylston st. 
said that at a meeting of owners of 
property on Walnut and Boylston 
sts., it was agreed that a 5-foot set- 
back on Walnut st. would be suffi- 
cient, but that no set-back is needed 
on Boylston st. Timothy J. Galvin of 
Walnut place was willing to have a - 
5 foot set-back, but said that if a 15- 
foot building line is established he 
probably could not get a permit to re- 
build his home should it burn down. 
His lot is only 63 feet deep. 

John A. Mills of 1657 Centre st. ob- 
jected to the set-back. He asked if the 
set-back is for proposed business 
buildings and what effect it would 
have on present residences. Aider- 
man Grebenstein repeated for Mr. 
Mills the explanation he had given to 
Mr. Schirmer. Mr. Mills remarked 
that he hadn't heard of anyone asking 
ness zone. As a matter of fact, sev- 
to have these streets placed in. a busi- 
cral such petitions had been received 
in recent years, including some from 
persons who were present at the 
hearing on Monday night. 

Allen W. Parmenter of 1665 Centre 
st. said he cannot see any reason for 
the set-backs unless for street widen- 
ings or change to business zone. Pres- 
ident Collins of the Board of Aider- 
men asked Herbert Kellaway of the 
Newton Planning Board, who was 
present (together with Dr. Melius of 
the Planning Board), if he would ex- 
plain the reason for the Board’s rec- 
ommendation on this matter. Mr. 
Kellaway said that he did not think 
many of the persons objecting under- 
stood the reasons for the proposed 
set-backs. He stated that the area af- 
fected will probably be changed in 
the future from residence to business 
zone. He commented that streets were 
built for traffic and not for parking 
ot automobiles, but the latter condi- 
tion has arisen because of the uni- 
versal use of motor vehicles. As a 
re s ult, manv streets in present busi-

ness zones are not sufficiently wide 
to provide parking facilities and room 
for traffic. He said that new business 
districts should be developed with 
streets sufficiently wide for the proper 
conduct of business. He argued that 
the set-backs would not depreciate 
the values of the properties affected; 
they will simply make back land front 
land and it would be a case of owners 
whose properties will be changed from 
residence to business zone eating 
their cake and still having it. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a communi- 
cation was received from the School 
Committee acquainting the Aldermen 
of the vote taken by the committee 
recommending the purchase of land at 
West Newton for a new school to re- 
place the Franklin School on River 
st. This communication caused three 
members of the Aldermen to criticise 
the School Committee. Alderman 
Sproat of Ward 1 asserted that the 
School Committee had been promising 
the past few years that It would rec- 
ommend a new school to replace the 
Eliot and Lincoln Schools, both of 
which are located on Pearl at., Ward 
1. The Eliot School, located near Wa- 
tertown st., Nonantum, was built 50 
years ago. The Lincoln School, at the 
corner of Pearl and Thornton sts., was 
built 80 years ago. Both these schools 
are quite antiquated, both in con- 
struction and equipment. Sproat said 
that the School Committee had agreed 
a few years ago that the next new 
school building should be erected in 
Ward 1, and now this agreement is 
disregarded and a school proposed for 
West Newton. 

Aldermen Gallagher of Ward 1 con 
curred with Sproat. He accused the 
School Committee of a flagrant breach 
of promise. He said the School Com- 
mittee shows little desire to co-oper- 
ate. Alderman Cronin of Ward 4 add- 
ed his condemnation of the School 
Committee. Cronin said that the per- 
sonnel of the School Committee should 
be changed and that the citizens have 
not taken enough interest regarding 
this body. He suggested that the vo- 
ters organize before the next election 
in order to select candidates for the 
School Committee.

Mansfield Probable Successor 
To Late Aid. Howlett 


At the next meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen, on April 16, the mem- 
bers of the board will select a succes- 
sor to former Alderman Albert D. 
Howlett, who died last month. At 
the election, last December, Mr. How- 
lett was reelected Alderman-at-Largo 
from Ward 1 for a term of two years. 
It Is probable that Mr. Howlett’s sue 
cessor will be Arthur J. Mansfield. 
Mr. ^fansfield was elected Alderman- 
at-Lafge from Ward 1 In 1929, and af- 
ter serving several months, in 1930, he 
resigned when he changed his resi- 
dence to Melrose. Mr. Howlett was 
selected by the Board of Aldermen 
in 1930 to fill the vacancy caused by 
Mr. Mansfield’s resignation. He was 
elected in 1931 for two years and re 
elected last year. Mr. Mansfield has 
returned to Newton to reside.

Over two years ago, on February 29, 
1932, some person entered the tailor 
shop of David Skolnick at 38S Water- 
town st„ Nonantum, stole clothing 
valued at $400, and then set fire to the 
shop.

Another member of DeSimone’s 
family had taken the suit to Skolnick 
last Friday to be pressed. The New- 
ton police will ask for an indictment 
against DeSimone for the alleged 
burglary at Skolnick’s two years ago. 

School Cost Way 

Over Estimate 

Bids for the construction of the ad- 
dition to the Big»*Vtiw Junior High 
School at Newton were opened last 
Friday. They show that the cost of 
this work will be much higher than 
was estimated. This was one of the 
projects submitted by city officials 
to the P. W. A. and approved by the 
latter on the basis of a cost of $148,- 
000. The lowest hid received was 
$204,017. Either the city must finance 
the difference or new plans must be 
made. The bids and bidders are as 
follows: — M. S. Kelliher Co., $204,- 
017; Slotnick Company, $204,488;

Of 
the eight bidders, three did not pre- 
sent certificates of compliance with 
NRA codes. 

Tube Factory Gets 
Nonantum Permit 

The Newton Board of Appeal has 
granted a permit to John Dervan to 
operate a factory for the manufacture 
of brass and copper tubing at SO 
Bridge st.. Nonantum, in the building 
formerly used by the Shepherd Worst- 
ed Mill. The property is now owned 
by the First National Bank of Bos- 
ton. It has been idle for several years. 
About 50 or 60 men will eventually be 
employed at the factory. Mr. Der- 
van was formerly associated with the 
American Tube Works at Somerville. 
The permit specifics that no objec- 
tionable features will he caused by 
the new industry and the hours of 
work shall be restricted so that no 
work will be done between 5 p. m. 
and S. a. m. which will cause any 
noise. The only objector to the new 
factory was Benjamin Rae of the Fu- 
turity Thread Company, and a condi- 
tional objection from the Raytheon 
Tube Company, both of whom have 
plants adjoining.

Newton Nurses 
Hold Institute 
At Hospital 

Exhibits, Papers and Addres- 
ses Provide Interesting 
Program 


On Wednesday at the Newton Hos- 
pital the Alumnae of the School for 
Nurses made history for Itself and 
possibly for other similar organiza- 
tions by holding an all-day institute. 
While institutes are frequently held 
by the League of Nursing Education 
and State or District Nursing Asso- 
ciations this is the first time so far 
as can be ascertained, certainly in the 
Boston area, when an Alumnae Asso- 
ciation of Nurses has put on such a 
program. One hundred and fourteen 
registered for the meetings and nine- 
ty-five attended the luncheon. 

The program included short addres- 
ses of welcome by Miss Bertha W. 
Allen. Superintendent of the Hospl 
tal; Miss Nell A. Hostetler, Superin 
tendent of Nurses and Miss Mary E. 
G. Bliss. President of the Alumnae 
Association. A paper on Private Duty 
Nurses under the Eight-Hour Plan by 
Miss Eva Twombley was read. A Case 
History in Public Health Nursing was 
presented by Miss Marie M. Knowles, 
the Assistant Director of the Com- 
munity Health Association of Boston. 
Dr. Gordon Morrison of the Surgical 
Staff gave an interesting lecture on 
fractures and their treatment at the 
same time showing new mechanical 
devices and frames used in the care 
of fractured spine, pelvis, etc. A lec- 
ture on pneumonia and the types 
which may be and are successfully 
treated hv serum was given by Dr. 
Egon E. Kattwlnkel of the Medical 
Staff. Statistics as well as x-ray plates 
of flings and clinical charts were 
shown in demonstrating the value of 
serum therapy for Type I and II pneu 
monia. Two surgical clinics were open 
to the nurses and were largely at- 
tended. 

The Laboratory furnished a discus- 
sion on the significance and detail of 
several types of tests. A lecture on 
the nursing care of Urological pa- 
tients with a demonstration of the 
equipment used was given by Miss 
Esther Story, a head nurse. A prac- 
tical demonstration of several nurs- 
ing procedures which have changed 
in their technique was given by a 
group of students from the School of 
Nursing. A practical demonstration 
was also given of the use of the oxy- 
gen tent for pneumonia cases and the 
respirator for cases of infantile paraly- 
sis. 

Besides the equipment used in lec- 
tures and demonstrations there was 
a room full of exhibits. These includ- 
ed an adult crib bed for restless or 
delirious patients: charts, forms and 
case histories: publications by the 
hospital, the School of Nursing and 
the Alumnae Association: articles 
made by patients under the direction 
of the volunteer Occupational Ther- 
apy instructor. A series of dolls 
dressed to represent the history of 
nursing from earliest times to the 
present and recent publications added 
to the library of the School of Nurs- 
ing. 

The program concluded with the 
regular monthly business meeting. It 
vas voted to pay the expenses of a 
senior student to the Biennial meet- 
ings of the American Nurses Associa- 
tion being held in Washington April

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A PUBLIC GOLF COURSE 

The announcement that the Albemarle Golf course will be 
operated as a public 18-hole course is of great interest to 
hundreds of Newton golfers. A few months ago petitions circu- 
lated asking the city to take the course over as a municipal 
project revealed the fact that there would be considerable de- 
mand by golfers to utilize the facilities thus offered. After care- 
ful consideration the city rejected the opportunity to make this 
a municipal course because it seemed practically certain that 
some expense of maintenance and operation would fall upon 
the taxpayer. Showing his faith in Newton residents who had 
expressed their desire for a public course Percy S. Woodward 
formed a private corporation which will operate the entire 
layout as an 18-hole public course. There is little question but 
such a private corporation can operate such a project at con- 
siderably less expense than could the city. If Newton Golfers 
want a public course it is now squarely up to them. If not the 
project will unquestionably be abandoned later and the prop- 
erty developed for residential purposes. Here is a chance for 
citizens of Newton to co-operate with Mr. Woodward and his 
associates with real community spirit.

The Walking Loud Speaker 

Doubtless if I had a scientific mind, 
or half or quarter of one, I should 
acknowledge the progress of inven- 
tion and applaud arrival at a stage 
that suggests that Newton policemen 
carry their own radio receiving sets. 
Only some commonplace fellow like 
myself would fail to marvel at such 
a possibility. When I learned that it 
had been proposed that a receiving 
set may be attached to an officer’s 
Sam Browne belt I fell at once into 
a reminiscent mood. All I could think 
of w’as the one-man band we used to 
see on our streets years ago. No ra 
dio-equipped policeman could ever stir 
the youngsters today as the one-man 
hand of my boyhood. 

What a load of music this individual 
carried. The largest instrument was 
a bass drum, strapped on his back. 
Above it was a snare drum. On his 
head he wore a brass hat. It w’as con- 
ical in shape and mounted with a set 
of small brass spheres. By shaking his 
head the spheres jangled against his 
metal helmet with a tinkling effect. 
Attached to the brass drum w’ere <;ym- 
bals and these and both drums were 
fastened to a strip of leather. The 
latter was hooked onto a stick oL’ 
wood clasped by more straps to his 
right leg. A vigorous kicking move- 
ment caused both drums and the cym- 
bals to respond. Equally busy were 
his arms, hands and lungs. Was 
it an accordion that he played and a 
harmonica he blew? Something like 
that.

Those will be the happy 
nights — for them at least.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS FOR 1031 

will ho published serially in this column during 
the next few weeks. 

To the School Committee of Newton: 

I am pleased to present this, my second annual report, as Superin- 
tendent of the Newton schools, for the calendar year of 1934. 

In the face of the continuing problem of how best to maintain 
public education during a period of economic depression, this has 
been a year of notable progress in maintaining educational standards 
and increasing the effectiveness of service to children. 

Because of the wide publicity given to many of our school activities 
this report will be limited to a spot-lighting of high points of 
progress. The public relations policy of the School Department has 
functioned so effectively in keeping parents and citizens continuously 
informed concerning school activities Hint a summary account only is 
indicated in this annual report. We need to cite but a few activities 
in the field of public relations to make this clear. Each week during 
the school year authoritative articles on interesting activities of 
the School Department have been published in the Newton Graphic 
under the title of “School Chats." At some time during the year 
“open house” has been observed in all school districts with large 
numbers of parents in attendance, observing the work of the children, 
meeting and conferring with teachers. The Superintendent has ad- 
dressed some twenty groups ranging in number as high as seven to 
eight hundred peopie, in all parts of the city. Thousands of parents 
have been in close touch with the work and problems of their 
children. Members of the staff have made presentations to various 
groups, including service clubs, women’s clubs, parent-teacher organi- 
zations, and community groups. 

Altogether these activities and the response.on the part of the 
citizens generally has served to crystalize into conviction the impres- 
sion recorded in our first report rendered a yenr ago, as follows: 

“And finally the impression grows upon one of a community 
of citizens to whom educational opportunity for their children 
is a matter of prime concern. I have been impressed very much 
with the number of parents who have visited the schools on 
the many occasions provided this year in all parts of the city. 

It has been a real privilege to face many eager audiences of 
people tremendously interested to know at first hand of the work 
of their schools. And so I begin my work here with a high faith 
in the future or education in Newton. Every essential factor 
seems pre-eminently favorable to progress.”

The same high regard for Newton 
assessors no doubt exists throughout 
the county. Certainly it is plainly evi- 
dent that the entire group of Middle- 
sex county assessors feels that way 
as John W. Murphy, chairman of the 
Newton .assessors, was elected pres- 
ident of the association and John R. 
Prescott also of the Newton board 
was elected treasurer. Incidentally, 
Mr. Prescott, who has just rounded 
out a period of 25 years’ service as 
principal assessor, has been reappoint- 
ed for another term of three years, 
an appointment confirmed by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The question of a state lottery and 
the police unification bill were the 
two foremost subjects of interest at 
the State House this week. On the 
latter subject public hearings were 
held beginning Monday and many 
speakers appeared both in favor of 
the many provisions in opposition. 
Before the committee on Judiciary on 
Monday the twenty-seven sections of 
the bill were discussed and late Mon- 
day afternoon proponents of the bill 
had disclaimed authorship of more 
than twenty of the various provisions. 
This shows to some degree the contro- 
versy that the bill is causing. The 
committee is expected to report some 
sort of a bill within another week or 
two. 

The bill for a state lottery passed 
the House this week with a change in 
the proposal so that it will first ap- 
pear on the ballot as a referendum 
next fall. There was little opposition 
to its passage in the House and it will 
be considered by the Senate next 
week. If passing the upper branch it 
will then have to go to the governor. 
Should the voters favor a state lottery 
on the ballot next fall the proposal 
will then come back to the 1935 Leg- 
islature to establish a commission 
which will handle the mechanics of 
the lottery system. 

There were a few fireworks in the 
Senate this week when Senator Fin- 
negan sought to have the upper 
branch adopt an order calling for an 
investigation of an insurance matter 
which the Senute was considering. 
Senator Mac Kay of Quincy, chairman 
of the insurance committee, was fu- 
voring substitution of a bill rejected 
by that committee. The Senate 
showed its faith in the Norfolk Sen- 
ator by refusing the Dorchester Sen- 
ator’s investigation order by a roll- 
cull vote of 21 to 4. 

Tlie Senate this week accepted the 
compromise on the state employees 
salary bill making a graded restoia- 
ation of paycuts on the basis of 
amount of salary drawn. The Sen- 
ate yesterday killed a hill substituted 
in the House for an adverse commit- 
tee report, which would give compen- 
sation to injured employees for the 
entire period of incapacity instead of 
tlie present limited period of ten 
weeks. 

The Middlesex Republican Leglsla- 
tors Club was formed this week at 
a luncheon meeting at the Boston City 
Club. It is comprised of Republican 
members of the House and Senate 
of Middlesex County. Senator Ar- 
thur W. Hollis of Newton was elected 
president and Rep. Philip II. Sherman 
of Somerville, vice-president. Rep. 
Warren K. Brimblecoin of Newton 
was appointed secretary-treasurer.

About Town

The act of Rear Admiral Byrd in 
starting to remain alone for seven 
months in an advance post at the 
Antarctic is not a publicity stunt. Of 
course not. 

Every rose bush has thorns. No soon- 
er is it decided to equip the Newton 
policemen with “Sam Browne belts” 
on which to hang pistol holsters, thus 
making our guardians of the law quite 
snappy and business like in appear- 
ance, than some person comes for- 
ward with a proposition that will not 
only nullify the snappy sartorial as- 
pect of Newton’s bluecoats, but which 
will mnke them look fantastic. Cer- 
tain individuals, interested in radios 
from the standpoint of enthusiasts, 
and also, possibly from a commercial 
consideration, propose that Newton 
policemen on foot duty shall have at- 
tached to their "Sam Browne belts" 
not only revolver holsters, but also 
radio receiving sets. The antenna 
for such a set. according to the plan, 
will stretch across the back of the 
policeman’s coat, and the earphone 
will hang from the new “10 point cap” 
which it is proposed they will wear. 
If the policeman wears rubber heels 
and soles on his shoes, as many of 
them do, probably they will have a 
chain attached to the “Sam Browne 
belt” for a ground, the same as one 
sees on gasoline trucks. 

One embarrassing feature of this 
plan would he — that a stranger in tills 
city, observing an earphone attached 
to a patrolman’s cap, might reason- 
ably suppose the person so equipped 
to he deaf, and if such a stranger 
wanted to ask questions of the officer, 
he might start shouting. Another ob- 
jection to this Innovation is — that a 
policeman who is concentrating on an 
endeavor to listen-in by means of his 
earphone, cannot give the attention he 
should in noticing what is going on 
about him. 

The older members of the Newton 
police department, who have in many 
cases become somewhat stout, will not 
enthuse over the "Sam Browne belts.” 
These belts do not make fat persons 
more slender in appearance. Neither 
will they make the policemen any 
cooler during the hot summer months. 
And Newton is one of the few places 
where policemen have had to swelter 
In heavy uniforms during June, July 
and August. 

The Post Office Department urges 
the public not to use tiny envelopes. 
Such envelopes are used mostly by 
women who think diminutive station 
ory Is cute. Envelopes which meas- 
ure less than 4 inches in length and 
2 3/4 inches in width cannot bo run 
through cancelling machines, and even 
if postmarked by hand are apt to huve 
the addresses on them obliterated. 
They are apt to bo delayed in transit 
by dropping from between other let- 
ters while being handled, and they 
are apt to he lost by letter carriers 
by dropping out from between other 
letters. Remember, the postal serv- 
ice is for practical purposes, not for 
fads. So, use envelopes that are con- 
siderably larger than yeast cake la- 
bels. 

More and more broken glnss is scat- 
tered on streets in this city, costing 
autoists unnecessary expense by ruin- 
ing tires. It would seem that the po- 
lice by observing broken glass on 
the streets and reporting it, and the 
prompt co-operation of tlie Street De- 
partment In removing such gluss can 
both assist In saving many thousands 
of dollars to automobile owners in 
the Newtons.

Hall, now in its fourth year. 

Tiie wheels of a smooth-running or- 
ganisation wer > set In motion. The 
Federatioh Community Service chair- 
man, Mrs. Robert Bonner, with Mrs. 
James A. Stafford, who is on duty at 
the Clothes Room every day, arrived 
at the Stearns School at 9 a. m. the 
following morning, and with the help 
of Miss Welch and Miss Sandstrom, 
school nurses, put things in order. In 
arranging the supplies on hnnd. they 
first filled eleven hags with clothing 
which was not practical for their use, 
and sent them to the Morgan Memori- 
al. That first day ten urgent cases 
were cared for. The following day at 
9 a. m. they again reported, with Mrs. 
Joseph C. McCarron. vice-chairman of 
the Federation committee, and before 
noon, ninety-five children had been 
taken care of, and two hundred and 
eighty garments distributed. 

The volunteers, under Mrs. E. Ward 
Bartram, of Waban, and Mrs. Ken- 


neth B. Backman. of Newton, nre con- 
tinuing the good work they hnvo 
done. The Federation has reported 
to Mr. John Lund, superintendent of 
schools, and has received his approval 
and gracious thanks for tho work In 
meeting another emergency. This 
work will bo continued two days each 
week under the Federation for tho re- 
mainder of the year. 

The method of handling and distrib- 
uting gnrments. ns practiced by tho 
Community Service committee at the 
Clothes Room, where nil but school 
children may apply, has attracted 
'state wide attention, and visitors from 
ninny cities and towns, both in nnd 
outside of the state have called to in- 
spect the rooms nnd to seek informa- 
tion ns to the system employed.

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Crime Is Subject 
Of Officials Before 
Women Voters 

Atty. Gen. Warner, Mayor 

Weeks, and Chief Hughes 
Speak at Newton Corner 

•'The Crime Problem,” was the sub- 
ject of the meeting of the branch of 
the League of Women Voters in co- 
operation with the Newton Centre 
Woman s Club held at the club house 
in Newton Centre April 10, at 10 a. 
m. The speakers for the meeting 
were the Hon. Joseph E. Warner, the 
Hon. Sinclair Weeks, and the Chief 
of Police Michael Hughes. 

The president Mrs. Hartstone intro- 
duced the president of the Boston 
branch or the League, Mrs. Robert L. 
De Normandy. “The League is a na- 
tional organization, having branches 
in 43 of the 48 states, and is non- 
partisan in character,” said Mrs. Do 
Normandy. The purpose of the league 
is to help women voters to meet their 
voting responsibilities faithfully. 

The Attorney General Joseph E. 
Warner was introduced. It is a time 
for the greatest intelligence, all per- 
sons who are permitted should use 
their voting power. Mr. Warner said, 
“That many people have stated that 
if Canada and England have con- 
trolled their crime problem, we in 
the United States should be able to 
do the same.” This does not hold 
for several reasons. First there is 
the size of the country. England is 
bounded on all sides by water, thus 
making escape from the country very 
difficult. When compared with this 
country, Canada and England have a 
very small population. In Massachu- 
setts alone there are four and a half 
million people. In England the judges 
are allowed to give advice to the jury 
— 4iere they must leave it all up to 
the jury. Again the form in which 
the legal system is set up, the soli- 
citors who get the evidence and the 
barristers who present it in court 
make for English efficiency. In our 
court the inexperienced lawyer Is 
likely to find himself pitted against 
an experienced opponent. 

The crime situation divides itself in 
four factors: 1 — Prevention. 2 — Arrest, 
3 — Prosecution. 4 — Correction. Under 
prevention, Mr. Warner said, ‘‘we 
must express disapproval of all mov- 
ing pictures that tend to arouse crim- 
inal instincts.” 

The greatest problem to be faced 
is that of having a speedy arrest of 
the law breaker. ‘‘We must remem- 
ber that the police are doing their 
best with what equipment they have, 
before we criticise them,” said the 
Attorney General. Massachusetts has 
the state police, .and the Metropoli- 
tan police, but these bodies are apart 
from police forces of the towns and 
cities. Until wo co-ordinate imperfect 
results in the capture of vicious crim- 
inals must be expected. Mr. Warner 
said, “There are now two bills be- 
fore the legislature demanding the co- 
ordination of police forces in this 
state, this is indeed a step in the 
right direction.” The cities are will- 
ing to co-operate but they must be 
told how. Mr. Warner said, “Every 
good citizen should write to his lo- 
cal representative urging the passage 
of these bills.” 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks was then in- 
troduced. He said, “Lack of co-ordi- 
nation among the police, the use of 
fast cars, radio and machine guns 
has given the criminal the edge on 
the police. Even in our own depart- 
ment there is room for improvement. 
This improvement is constantly gcing 
on, we have added new equipment nnd 
our department is moving forward If 
we coordinate our department will 
stand foremost in the state.” 

Chief of Police Hughes, the third 
and last speuker, told ot the work of 
the Newton Police Department. The 
personnel of the Newton force has not 
been changed since 1930,— the aspect 
of the work however lmH changed en- 
tirely. When the police patrolled the 
city on foot, the criminals would be- 
come familiar with the habits of the 
officer and choose a time for their 
work when he was farthest away.

IMPROVEMENT ASSN. 

AT NEWTON CENTRE 
ELECTS OFFICERS 

At the annual meeting of the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association 
held at the Newton Centre Library on 
Wednesday evening, April 11th, the 
following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: 

President, Charles K. B. Nevin, an 
architect of 50 Tyler terrace; vice 
president, Edward O. Proctor, a law- 
yer of 78 Glen ave., president of the 
Jefferson Club of Newton, an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Democratic mem- 
bership to the Legislature and Board 
of Aldermen; treasurer, Henry E. 
Whitemore, a lawyer of 126 Glen ave.; 
secretary, Joseph T. Bishop, a lawyer 
of 210 Langley rd.; auditor, Frederick 
C. Rising, accountant of 84 Parker 
st.; members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Otis D. Fellows, mining engi- 
neer and employee of the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission of 142 Homer 
st., and Sam H. T. Emery, Are insur- 
ance agent of 35 Marshall st. 

An unusual feature of the meeting 
was that the choice of officers as 
chosen and submitted by the nominat- 
ing committee were not elected. With 
but very few exceptions during the 
seventy-five years of existence of the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion the report of the Nominating com- 
mittee has always been approved. 
Leading the opposition to the nomi- 
nating committee report were among 
others: Charles Wood Bond, a law- 
yer, prominent in the political cam- 
paign of Alfred H. Whitney; Paul D. 
Howard, a lawyer and signer of most 
of literature of Thomas W. White 
during his recent campaign for May- 
or; Alfred H. Whitney, a vice-presi- 
dent and twice unsuccessful candi- 
date for Ward Six Alderman; Joseph 
F. Lockett, a lawyer and former mem- 
ber of the School Committee, succeed- 
ed by Professor Kirtley F. Mather; 
and Otis D. Fellows. Those who 
spoke in favor of the nominating com- 
mittee’s report were: Ex- Alderman 
Norman F. Pratt, Chairman of the 
Nominating Committee and a former 
Vice President of the Association; 
Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr., a former mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee and 
Secretary of the Republican City 
Committee; and Alderman Sydney B. 
Holden, present member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Many suggestions by members were 
acted upon by the Association. It was 
voted to appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the Newton Police Depart- 
ment, and for that committee to re- 
port to the organization as to the rea- 
son why the police department failed 
to apprehend speeding autoists on Bea- 
con st., Newton Centre. It also was 
voted to appoint a special committee 
to interview post master Hurley at 
his Boston office for the purpose of 
enabling Newton Centre residents to 
obtain their mail from the Newton 
Centre Post Office by calling at the 
Post Office in the afternoon. Harsh 
criticism was levied at the policy of 
the government in eliminating mail 
deliveries. A special committee is to be 
appointed by the new president to 
study proposed routes of the Ham- 
mond’s Pond Parkway. After some 
discussion of traffic lights and traffic 
problems and after a vote of appre- 
ciation for the services of the outgo- 
ing officers the meting was ad- 
journed. Forty-eight members were 
present out of a total membership of 
nearly four hundred. 


Chief Hughes said, “In January, 1932, 
seven cars were added to the police 
equipment thus enabling the officers 
to get to the scene of a crime in a 
very few minutes.” In October, 1932, 
the recall system of flashing lights 
was put into use. These flashing 
lights would bring an officer to a call 
box, where he would receive his mes- 
sage. In the fall of 1933 the radio 
transmitting system was installed. 
Mr. Hughes said, “By the use of this 
radio connection, actual tests showed 
a car could travel from one end of 
its district to the other in live min- 
utes, and could cover the district 
thoroughly in half an hour.” The 
radio is a means of preventing crime 
and capturing the criminal. 

In conclusion Chief Hughes said, 
"The people of Newton may well feel 
secure in that their police department 
is so well equipped. A criminal will 
not venture into an area that is well 
policed. The Newton Police are unex- 
celled in any city or town in the 
state.”

Head of Middlesex 
Sanatorium Speaks 
At Welfare Bureau 

Tells Directors of Care of The 
Patients There 

Dr. Sumner H. Remick, Superintend- 
ent of the new Middlesex County San- 
atorium, at Waltham, spoke to the 
directors of the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau at their recent Board meeting 
which was held Wednesday afternoon. 
April 4th, in the office of the Bureau 
at 12 Austin st., Newtonvllle. He was 
Introduced by Dr. Cecil Clark, Chair- 
man of the Health Committee, which 
has charge of the expenditures of the 
Christmas Seal money raised in New- 
ton for local antituberculosis work. 

As Newton Is one of the cities 
served by the new sanatorium and 
one of the cities which contributes to- 
wards its support. Dr. Remick told 
most interesting facts about the care 
given tubercular patients in the insti- 
tution, and also about the services, 
both diagnostic and follow-up, given 
outside the institution In the communi- 
ty. He said construction was started 
on the sanatorium in 1929 and the 
first patients admitted Sept. 30, 1931. 
They started with 225 beds which 
seemed a reasonable number, but the 
institution has proved not to be large 
enough so they have increased it to 
252 beds and there is a waiting list 
of 103 people. People who applied last 
October and November are still wail- 
ing which is unfortunate as the pa- 
tient loses chances to get well and 
the family living with them is apt to 
be infected in the meantime. House 
Bill No. 817 has been introduced to 
the Legislature to enlarge the sanato- 
rium to take care of this additional 
load. 

Patients are admitted by applica- 
tion from their own private physician, 
which application must he approved 
by the local Board of Health. Admis- 
sions are made in the order of appli- 
cation and the board is paid by the 
local Department of Health. The mod- 
ern sanatorium now functions exactly 
like a modern hospital. They have ex- 
pert surgical and medical treatment 
with necessary excellent equipment 
to go with it. Patients are immediate- 
ly put to bed upon admission as rest 
is the most important factor in the 
treatment of tuberculosis — physical 
rest, mental rest, and rest of the dis- 
eased lung if necessary. 

Early diagnosis in the early stages 
of the disease is one of the most im- 
portant elements in the whole treat- 
ment. They found that last year 70% 
of the patients admitted were in ad- 
vance stages and many of that num- 
ber cannot receive much benefit from 
treatment whereas had they received 
if earlier, the condition could have 
been arrested. In the first year of the 
sanatorium’s existence they made 204 
examinations. For this purpose they 
have opened Out-Patient Clinics in 
Ayer, in the Newton Hospital and 
Medford. The Newton Hospital has 
four clinics a month. The referral 
and preliminary work is done locally 
by the Newton Board of Health and 
physicians, but the specialized serv- 
ices of the sanatorium is used in the 
clinic and follow-up. 

The following up of patients after 
their discharge is another important 
function in the control of tuberculo- 
sis. They have between 300 and 400 
patients in this group. The institution 
gives training to medical students. 
Social service plays a very important 
part in the care of tuberculosis as 
family history and family conditions 
are one of the most important ele- 
ments in its care. 

Dr. Remick said he was a firm be- 
liever in health camps. This was of 
particular interest to the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau as the largest item in the 
antituberculosis work of the Health 
Committee has been for many years 
its expenditure for sending children 
to health camps. He felt children 
should be sent to health camps only 
on the basis of a very careful medical 
selection and usually should he 
known to have had contact with tu- 
berculosis. Physicians in making this 
choice should have in addition to med- 
ical information all of the social and 
economic factors of the child’s life. 
This is the best way to control the de- 
velopment of tuberculosis and also 
cut down the expense of running 
health camps as their only function 
should he the prevention of tubercu- 
losis in children, not recreation. It i3 
better to send a small group of chil- 
dren for at least an eight-week period 
than a larger group for shorter peri- 
ods. This for years has been the poli- 
cy of the Health Committee of the 
Welfare Bureau and has been the 
guiding principle in the selection of the 
children for whose health this money 
is invested. In health camps rest is 
the most important fuctor us in sana- 
toria. County commissioners are au- 
1 1 horised t<> spend a sum not t<> exceed 
$3000 a year on the construction und 
maintenance of health camps or pro- 
ventoria. 

Mr. Flunk Kieruan of the Massa- 
chusetts Tuberculosis Leugue, Inc., 
during tlie question period following 
Dr. Remick’s speech, mude interesting 
statements us to liealth camps in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The kind of care sanatoria give is 
necessary for those who are bed pa- 
tients and for those who need bed 
care, but it is also necessary to do the 
community work of prevention and 
health education which no sanatorium, 
no matter how well equipped, can do. 
Even though tuberculosis might never 
be able to be wiped out, the social 
consequeuces of it can be materially 
decreased if lay people and private 
organizations can conduct uucillury

Merchants Plan 
To Boost Business 
At Newton Corner 

Newton Business Associates 
Resume Monthly Meetings 

A meeting of the Newton Business 
Associates composed of merchants, 
business and professional men at 
Newton Corner, met Wedneday eve- 
ning at the Vernon Court and dis- 
cussed plans to improve conditions at 
Newton Corner. President Walter 
McCammon presided over the meet- 
ing which was attended by nearly fif- 
ty businessmen. Criticism was voiced 
by some regarding the failure of the 
merchants to co-operate with each 
other for the betterment of the en- 
tire section and the lively discussion 
which followed made it evident that 
future meetings of the group would 
inspire confidence and co-operation. 
Indication of this feeling was marked 
through the unanimous vote to resume 
the regular monthly meetings of the 
Associates. 

The first matter discussed was that 
of effectively and thoroughly decorat- 
ing the business section at Christmas 
time next winter. A plan to collect 
small weekly contributions from all 
the merchants was favored by a ma- 
jority of those present and the pres- 
ident was authorized to appoint a 
committee with full powers to act 
to this end 

The problem of parking and traffic 
congestion was another matter which 
‘was under discussion for a considera- 
ble length of time. A resolution was 
adopted asking that the police depart- 
ment have the traffic signal tower 
manned by a police officer through the 
day. It was felt by a number of 
those present that there is sufficient 
need and that allowing the signal to 
operate automatically at many times 
adds much to the congestion. It was al- 
so voted to ask the police department 
to enforce the present parking restric- 
tions in the section. As in previous 
discussions criticism was made against 
those merchants who park their 
own cars in the section and thus ex- 
cluding the use of the parking spaces 
by patrons. With the view looking 
toward the elimination of this prac- 
tice and in order to provide more fa- 
cilities for patrons a committee was 
named to consider the parking mat- 
ter. When it was learned that the va- 
cant lot formerly occupied by the first 
motion picture house in the section 
could probably be used for this pur- 
pose and that it would entail but 
slight expense in filling in the re- 
mainder of the old cellar, levelling, 
and marking off parking spaces, it 
seemed likely that the Associates 
were nearer to a solution of the prob- 
lem than on any previous attempt. 
The lot in question will accommodate 
approximately 130 cars. 

The regulation of the post office 
department in eliminating afternoon 
mail delivery except to those business 
houses whose volume of mail and 
character of business made delivery 
imperative was criticised severely. Af- 
ter discussion of the issue it was 
voted to adopt a resoluton asking for 
restoration of afternoon mail deliv- 
eries. Copies of this resolution will 
be sent to the Massachusetts Sena- 
tors. David I. Walsh and Marcus A. 
Coolidge. to Congressman Robert 
Luce, and Postmaster General Far- 
ley. 

The subject of an adequate adver- 
tising medium at a reasonable expense 
was discussed at length. Although 
the matter of circulars and advertis- 
ing newspapers was brought up it met 
with little favorable response from 
those present. The question of wheth- 
er or not a plan could be devised to 
provide an adequate circulation for 
advertisers through the use of an ex- 
isting medium was raised and a com- 
mittee appointed to consider the mat- 
ter. 

Holiday and Wednesday afternoon 
summer closing was another of the 
many subjects discussed and indica- 
tions that co-operation would be had 
on this issue through the efforts of 
the Chamber of Commerce postponed 
a final decision on the matter. 

School Janitor 
Discharged, Will 
Get Hearing 


Henry Mullen of Auburn st., Au- 
burndale, who was discharged last 
month from his position as a janitor 
at Newton High School appeared at 
school headquarters on Tuesday with 
the expectation that he would receive 
a hearing on his discharge. He was 
informed thut the hearing will have 
to be held before the School Commit- 
tee and a date was set on April 24th. 
for this matter. Mullen was also in- 
formed that he will have to secure a 
new counsel to represent him. He ex- 
pected to be defended by Dennis M. 
Cronin, but Cronin is a member of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen aud the 
City Charter forbids the Mayor or auy 
member of the Aldermen serving as 
attorney for any employee of the city 
in a hearing of this kind.

Only One Delivery 
Of Mail Daily 
In The Newtons 

Graphic Begins Campaign To 
Restore Service 


Residents of Newton and most 
business men of this city are receiv- 
ing only one delivery of mail each 
day: this curtailed service started on 
Tuesday. It went into effect in ail 
parts of the Boston postal district, 
as well as all over the country. It 
is a further and drastic step by Post- 
master General Farley in the crip- 
pling of the postal service and taking 
from the people of the United States 
facilities provided In larger cities for 
over half a century and in most of 
the country for thirty and more years. 
The Newton Corner section of this 
city has had free delivery for over 
40 years; the remainder of the city 
for 35 years. During all these years 
a large percentage of Newton resi- 
dents had mail delivered to their 
homes three times daily; the remain- 
der of the city had two deliveries of 
mail. For four months last year de- 
livery of mail on Wednesday after- 
noons was omitted following an order 
by Farley. It is planned to continue 
the one delivery of mail a day until 
the last of next June. Certain busi- 
ness concerns in the city, such as man- 
ufacturing and financial companies 
and agencies of insurance and loan 
corporations are receiving three de- 
liveries. This service is not extend- 
ed to retail stores. 

The latest move in curtailing mall 
service was made by the Postmaster 
General on the allegation that it is 
being done as a matter of economy to 
balance the budget of the Postoffice 
Department. As a matter of fact ap- 
propriations had already been made 
for the department which were sup- 
posed to have made provision to con- 
tinue the service as heretofore up to 
the 30th of next June. With one de- 
livery of mail each day, any mail ar- 
riving at the Newton postoffices after 

o’clock each morning, will not be 
delivered until the following day. Not 
only will this deprive persons of re- 
ceiving important personal communi- 
cations without undue delay, but it 
will seriously retard the conduct of 
retail business. 

Letter carriers and postoffice clerks 
have been working 44 hours weekly. 
Farley has issued an order compell- 
ing each employee to take one day 
furlough each month. To brirg about 
this day off, the employees working 
time is reduced two hours each week. 
In each office the two-hour lay-off is 
staggered among the carriers and 
clerks: so many carriers working one 
day a week two hours less than their 
regular schedule. The postal employ- 
ees had a 15% reduction levied on 
their pay last year. Recently Con- 
gress voted to restore 5% of this 
cut. The latest order by Farley is 
equal to another 24 % cut for the em- 
ployees and abolition of service given 
to the American public for nearly a 
half century. 

To fill out their eight hours on the 
days other than that on which they 
work their shortened schedule, letter 
carriers perform clerical duty in the 
postoffices and also make collections 
of mail from street boxes. Tne sub- 
stitute letter carriers, some of whom 
have been obtaining a scant living for 
seven or eight years, are deprived of 
any work. These men. many thou- 
sands of them throughout the coun- 
try. gave up their other occupations 
years ago to serve as substitutes with 
the reasonable expectation that they 
would be given permanent appoint- 
ments to succeed regular carriers 
who were pensioned off or who died. 
As the regular carriers have left the 
service in recent years, their positions 
have not been filled and the substi- 
tutes have struggled along with small 
incomes and little hope. Now, their 
lot is made increasingly discouraging. 

Obviously. Postmaster General Far- 
ley. who never had any postal experi- 
ence prior to his appointment to the 
important position he now holds, does 
not realize that prior to his reign it

The longer the public patiently accepts the rulings of the 
Postoffice Department restricting the delivery of mail the 
more restrictions there will be introduced. We believe the 
latest regulation eliminating all residential mail deliveries in 
practically every community is unwarranted and unjustified.

never was seriously attempted to make 
the postoffice department self sup- 
porting. This branch of government 
activity has been conducted at a heavy 
loss. It was one of the few tangible 
services rendered by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to the people of the United 
States in return for the large amounts 
taken from them in taxes to support 
the government of this country. It 
is difficult for the public to under- 
stand how President Roosevelt can 
condone this latest action on Farley’s 
part after private employers of labor 
have been continually exhorted to as- 
sist in recovery of prosperity by hir- 
ing more men and creating more 
work. The crippling of the postal 
service is not alone a very serious 
handicap to business men who are 
sincerely doing their part in the en- 
deavor to overcome the depression. 
Men who are honestly trying to make 
the NRA program a success. This 
drastic curtailment of the mail serv- 
ice undoubtedly has an extremely bad 
psychological effect on the people in 
general. It surely does not tend to 
make them believe that conditions are 
improving; that we are on the way 
to normal times again. 

There is but one way to stop the 
continuance of the program of defi- 
ciency in the postal service, or even 
further deteriorating this governmen- 
tal activity which has for genera- 
tions been the pride and assistance 
of the American people.

FINANCE 

Agnin may we emphnslze the fact that the School Department 
Is committed to the proposition that thrifty and careful admin- 
istration of public education Is required as the only basis upon 
which the services of education can be maintained. That this is 
more than a pious declaration Is borne out by the gross figures of 
expenditures for 1933. The gross operating budget for 1933 was 
reduced by $127,675.42 or 9% of the amount npproprlnted for 1932. 
At the close of the fiscal year, of the amount appropriated, 
$7,260.21, net. was returned to the city treasury as unexpended. 
It must be said In this connection that a similar record Is not pos- 
sible for 1934 because of necessary additions to the salary account, 
covering salaries of additional teachers and regular scheduled step 
increases in salaries. A restoration of the 7%% salary cut. in effect 
since January 1. 1933, would, of course, bring costs back approx- 
imately to the 1932 level, plus normal Increases based on growth. 

There Is one fact concerning school budgets and costs which Is 
not generally understood and which should have some mention here. 

The amount expended represents gross costs. As a matter of actual 
fact the net expenditures are considerably less than would appear. 

Tn 1933 our appropriation for regular schools was $1,223,396.00. 
During that period, however, we received nearly $100,000 or 8% 
back from the state as reimbursement and from tuition and other 
sources. 

The trade school appropriation for 1933 was $75,689.00. The 
actual expenditure was $73,701.00. From the state as reimburse- 
ment we received $37,303.00. from federal funds $2,416.00, from 
tuition $11,319.00. and cash receipts were $669.00. or a total of 
$51,709.00 in receipts, leaving a net cost to the city of $21,992.00. 

Because all receipts go directly Into the city treasury, school 
appropriations and expenditures always appear as gross Items and 
the actual net cost of operating schools receives little or no publicity. 

HIGH-SPOTTING EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 
Education ns Growth 

"The most Important, most helpful, most deceiving, most con- 
fusing. most neglected fact In Education is growth; most important 
because the first consideration throughout the school years should 
be that healthv growth be achieved, most helpful because the plastic- 
ity and vigor of the growth period offer multiple opportunities for 
education, deceiving because education Is constantly mistaking for 
Its own accomplishment what has really come about through 
maturing, confusing because growth involves constant change, 
neglected because It is so obvious and yet so subtle."*

Now the situation is re- 
versed and all because a ramp has 
been constructed to obviate the drop. 
Visitors take It easily but regulars 
can’t seem to get used to It. They 
march In, allow for the step down 
and go plunging along the ramp.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Unsuccessful attempts were made 
in both the House and Senate this 
week to substitute a bill for a State 
rating board for compulsory automo- 
bile insurance for the adverse report 
of the Committee on Insurance. The 
report of the committee was brought 
into the Senate the latter part of last 
week and came up for debate oh Mon- 
day’s calendar in that body. Senator 
Finnegan, author of the bill, moved 
to substitute the bill for the report 
of the committee. The opponents of 
the measure claimed that the bill was 
an attempt to get a flat rate for auto- 
mobile Insurance and that under the 
bill the commissioner of insurance 
would be given two assistants at 
$5000 each to perform duties which 
the commissioner is now performing. 
On a roll-call vote of 21 to 15 substi- 
tution was refused and the commit- 
tee report accepted. Senator Hollis of 
Newton was among those voted 
against the bill. The House yester- 
day refused to reconsider its vote of 
Wednesday and the matter was dis- 
posed of for this year. 

On Wednesday the committee re- 
port came over to the House where 
Rep. MacDonald of Chelsea led an 
attempt to substitute the bill there. 
After considerable debate he was un- 
successful on a roll-call vote of 138 to 
69 with Representatives Baker, Brim- 
blecom and Luitwleler of Newton 
among those voting against the mea- 
sure. 

On Monday the House of Represen- 
tatives passed to be engrossed u bill 
reducing from 3 to 2 per cent the 
amount of interest on smnll loans. 
The bill was substituted lust week 
for an adverse committee report. On 
Monday after some debate the House 
voted by 105 to 94 for the bill. Rep- 
resentatives Baker, Brlmblecoin and 
Luitwieler of Newton voted with the 
minority. 

On u roll-call vote of 106 to 89 the 
House refused to accept u report of 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
recommending that a bill prohibiting 
State printing In state nnd county In- 
stitutions be rejected. Newton’s 
three members voted to reject the bill. 
The small amount of printing done In 


these institutions would give employ- 
ment to less than 50 printers through- 
out the year. 

Another bill which experienced con- 
siderable discussion this week in the 
lower branch of the Legislature was 
a bill prohibiting marathon dancing. 
The bill was once reported by the 
committee on Mercantile Affairs and 
later recommitted. It came out of 
the committee a second time with an 
adverse report. On Monday after 
lively debate the bill was substituted 
for the committee’s report but on 
Tuesday after another debate the bill 
was killed by a rising vote of 91 to 
39. Opponents of the bill claimed that 
there was sufficient law now to cover 
the practice and that it was a matter 
for the individual city or town to reg- 
ulate for itself. 

On Wednesday an attempt was 
made in the House to pass a bill in- 
creasing the salary of the Commis- 
sioner of Civil Service from $5000 to 
$7500, Rep. Arthur Hansen of Wal- 
tham or the Committee on Public 
Service defended the committee’s re- 
port against the bill. After some de- 
bate the bill was defeated by a roll- 
call vote of 97 to 102. Newton’s three 
representatives were recorded against 
the bill. 

Among the chief matters given pub- 
lic hearings this week were the peti- 
tions for the forming of state codes 
and giving the state the power to en- 
forbe NRA codes. Representatives of 
the Associated Industries of Massachu- 
setts and of the State Branch of the 
A. F . of L. joined in opposing the 
measures. 

On Wednesday the House of Rep- 
resentatives refused to pass a bill 
further defining drugstores and pro- 
hibiting stores not licensed as drug- 
stores from advertising under such a 
name. Representative Besette of 
New Bedford who favored the hill in- 
troduced an amendment which did not 
prove satisfactory to the opponents 
of the bill and it was then defeated. 
Rep. Besette then sought to have the 
hill recommitted but again was de- 
feated. He gave notice before ad- 
journment of the House on Wednes- 
day that he would seek reconsidera- 
tion the next day. Yesterday the 
House reconsidered its vote of Wed- 
nesday and then recommitted the bill 
to the Public Health Committee. 

At the end of last week the 1934 
Legislature had reported on 1,121 of 
the 1,767 matters referred to It. This 
figure constitutes about 64 per cent 
as against a 60 per cent mark a year 
ago and an 82 per cent figure two 
years ago. The present session of 
the General Court still had 646 mat- 
ters to report on the first of the 
week and it is considered likely that 
It will be somewhat after the first of 
June before the session is ended. 

A hill regulating the employment 
of armed guards for the protection of 
persons employed as strike-breakers 
which was substituted some time ago 
for an adverse report of the Commit- 
tee on Labor and Industries was 
brought out of the Committee on 
Bills In the Third Heading yesterday. 
An amendment by a new hill was of- 
fered by Rep. Hurry Brown of Biller- 
ica, Republican whip of the House, 
hut action was postponed until Monduy 
in order that the new hill could he 
printed and the members of the 
House given the opportunity to study 
it. It is expected that It will pro- 
vide much debate next week.

A growing 
list of distinguished speakers who will 
discuss topics of vital national con- 
cern, ami the presentation of Resolu- 
tions on current legislative matters, 
together with novel entertainment 
features, promise to make the Coun- 
cil Meeting of the General Federation 
of Women's Clubs, to be held in Hot- 
Springs.

Protest Against New Building 
At Com. Avenue and 
Woodbine St. 


Considerable time was occupied at 
the meeting of the Hoard of Aldermen 
on Monday night by a hearing on the 
petition of the Colonial Beacon Oil 
Company for a permit to erect an of- 
fice building and lubritorium at its 
station. 2216 Commonwealth ave., 
near Woodbine at., Auburndale. This 
hearing was scheduled to start at 
7.45, but the Aldermen, with custom- 
ary tardiness did not assemble for 
their meeting until 8.15. 

Charles W. Bartlett of Dedham ap- 
peared as attorney for the petitioners. 
He said that the petition might ap- 
pear to some to involve a change of 
zoning but that it really is an exten- 
sion of a non-conforming use. He 
commented that in the past it had 
been ruled in Newton that a single 
lot of land cannot be changed in zone 
from residence to business unless it 
is contiguous to a business zone. He 
said that as a matter of law the Al- 
dermen have the right to grant or re- 
fuse to grant the petition. He explained 
that the Colonial Beacon Oil Com- 
pany has operated a station at this 
locus for some years but has had no 
building on the lot and has had to 
rent the use of an office in an adjoin- 
ing garage. The company desires to 
develop the station and make it a first 
class unit. It proposes to erect a 
building 26 by 27 feet which will pro- 
vide an office, lubritorium and other 
facilities. The station will be im- 
proved in appearance, a cement walk 
will be built, new drives laid out 
and grass planted. 

Mr. Bartlett stated that he had 
consulted with neighbors and as a re- 
sult of their suggestions the petition- 
ers agree to modify the original plant. 
The somewhat conspicuous colors 
which are ordinarily used in Colo- 
nial stations will be modified, no 
bright lights will be installed on the 
outside of the building and the grease 
pit will be enclosed. He said that 
some residents of the neighborhood 
had been misled into opposing the 
petition by having been misinformed 
that an attempt is being made to 
change the zone. He asserted that 
Mr. Warren, who owns the garage Ad- 
joining, has been active in ferment- 
ing opposition to the petition because 
he would lose the rent of the office 
space now used in the garage by the 
Colonial Company, and he remarked 
that Warren is not a resident of this 
city. 

John Ross of 60 Woodbine st. fav- 
ored the granting of the petition. He 
said he lives directly back of the ga- 
rage and filling station and both ure 
eyesores. He said the proposed build- 
ing will improve the appearance of 
the station. Mr. Ross said when the 
Colonial Oil Company first approached 
the neighbors, nearly all favored the 
petition. Then Warren started 
counterpetition and many of the 
neighbors then signed an opposition 
petition. He commented that War- 
ren can’t reasonably oppose the peti- 
tion when he owns another station a 
couple of miles away, and, according 
to reports is negotiating for the pur- 
chase of a second station at Auburn- 
dale. Others who favored the grant- 
ing of the petition were — Ross Guil- 
ford of 68 Woodbine st., Roy Miller 
of 49 Woodbine st., Charles Almy of 
18 Woodbine st., C. A. Specht of 
Bourne st. and Harold Smith of Com 
monwealth ave. 

Henry W. Packard of Wellesley ap- 
peared as attorney for Mr. and Mrs. 
Warren who own the garage at 2240 
Commonwealth ave.: adjoining the fill- 
ing station. Mr. Packard spoke at 
great length regarding the details of 
the Newton zoning ordinance and the 
bearing of Section 562 of the ordin- 
ance on the proposed building. He 
argued that the present petition is

Bovine Casualties Numerous During 
Days When Railroad Was New To 
Newton; First Train 100 Years Ago 

Monday, April 16th, 100th Anniversary of Arrival of “Meteor” Pulling First Train From 
Boston; Three Trips Daily Was First Schedule; Open Coaches and Wood Burning Loc- 
omotives Comprised Rolling Stock of Newton’s First Railroad Service 


Last Monday, April 16th, was the 
tooth anniversary of the running of 
the first rniiroad train between Bos- 
ton and Newton. In connection with 
this event, u well known resident of 
this city, a former railroad man 
wrote the following interesting- 
article: 

In April, 1834, the following notice 
appeared in the Boston Courier: 

‘The public are respectfully in- 
formed that the Boston & Worcester 
Railroad is now open for the convey- 
ance of passengers. The cars will 
start from the Depot at 10 o’clock 
A.M. and 3 Mj P.M. daily for the pres- 
ent for Newton. Returning the cars 
will leave Newton at a quarter past 
11 A.M. ana a quarter before 5 P.M. 
Tickets may be obtained or seats se- 
cured at the Company’s office at the 
Depot, No. 617 Washington Street, 
or of the Master of the Cars at New- 
ton. Office-Hours — 8 o'clock A.M. un- 
til 1% P.M. and 3 o’clock until 7 
P.M. By Order of the President and 
Directors. F\ A. Williams, Clerk.” 


the track, its driver, who came from 
England, steppeVl upon the platform 
with almost the airs of a juggler, 
or a professor of chemistry, placed 
his hand upon a lever, and with a 
slight move of it, the engine started 
at a speed worthy of the companion 
of the “Rocket,” amid the shouts 
and cheers of the multitude. It gave 
me such a start that my hair seemed 
to start from the roots, rather than 
to stand on end.’ “The cars were like 
old-fashioned stage coaches, entered 
from the sides, and standing high 
on spoked wheels; and the brakemen, 
sitting on coach boxes, regulated 
the speed by pressing their feet on 
levers attacned to the wheels, like 
the brakes on mountain wagons.” 

The trips at this time were made 
chiefly by the “Meteor,” an engine 
imported by the then president of 
the Boston & Worcester Railroad 
Company, Nathan Hale, father of Ed- 
ward Everett Hale. The station at 
Newton Corner was in a small wood- 
en building, part of which was used 


engines — heard to terrible advantage 
in the stillness of the Sabbath. Sel- 
dom, if ever before, has the railroad 
company bestowed such cool con- 
tempt on public sentiment. One thing 
however, is certain already, that 
not one in fifty, of the population on 
the line of the road, desires a Sabbath 
train.” m 

Originally it was planned that the 
railroad should go through Water- 
town, Waltham and Weston, but the 
settlers in those towns objected 
very strenuously, so for that reason 
and through the efforts of William 
Jackson, a prominent citizen of New- 
ton. the Railroad Company was final- 
ly prevailed upon to build the road 
through the “wild lands” of Newton. 
The track was laid with English rail 
weighing 40 lbs. to the yard, set in 
cast iron chairs resting on wooden 
cross-ties, the ends of which rested 
on broken or rubble stone laid 
in two parallel trenches running 
lengthwise of the track. In some 
sections the ends of the ties rested

This took place on April 16, 1834 
and thus do we commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the first train 
service for Newton. Another train 
was immediately put on, leaving 
Boston at 6 A.M. and Newton at 7 
A.M., making three trains of from two 
to eight cars each way daily except 
Sunday. The trip was usually made in 
28 minutes, or a speed of about 15 
miles per hour. The cars accommo- 
dated twenty passengers each. For 
thirteen days in April there were car- 
ried an average of 222 passengers 
daily. The following month the daily 
average was 310 passengers. The fare 
was 37 %c. 

The inauguration of this train 
service is chronicled in King’s Hand- 
Book of Newton in the following 
language: 

‘The railroad service of the Wor- 
cester Railroad began on April 16, 
1834. when the ‘Meteor,’ a locomo- 
tive built by George Stevenson In 
England, made three trips each way 
daily between Boston and Newton, 
carrying from two to eight coaches 
on each trip. This fiery little engine 
and its companion, the ‘Rocket,’ 
were constructed with great care and 
finish by transatlantic machinists. An 
eye-witness reported: ‘Placed upon 


by a harness-maker. Newton Corner 
had originally been known as Bacon’s 
Corner. Afterward it became Angier's 
Corner, but the railroad company 
called it Newton Corner. In Septem- 
ber, 1834, when the railroad extend- 
ed its service to Hopklnton (now 
Ashland ) Newtonville was known as 
Hull’s Crossing and West Newton was 
Squash End and later West Parish. 

Newton Corner was composed of 
two stores, a blacksmith shop, a tav- 
ern, a few dwellings, and the small 
w’ooden building used as a station 
and the local harness-maker. The 
whole town had a population of 
around 3,500. 

No Sunday trains were run until 
November, 1S49. In the American 
Railway Times, published In Boston, 
and the issue of Nbvember 5, 1S49, 
we read as follows: 

“The die is cast. The Directors 
of the Boston & Worcester Railroad 
have at length decided to run a train 
of cars from Newton to Boston on the 
Sabbath! Tomorrow, if that enter- 
prising Board can complete the ar- 
rangements so soon, the dwellers of 
all the quiet villages along the line of 
this road will be greeted by the 
thunder of cars and the scream of 


on 3-inch planks running lengthwise, 
with supporting pieces of plank under 
the joints. There was a path for 
horses between the rails. 

The engine “Meteor” was the first 
locomotive to turn a wheel in Massa- 
chusetts. The wheels were of wood 
with flanged metal tires. Other en- 
gines used in the early Newton serv- 
ice had such names as “Jupiter.” 
“Mercury,” “Comet.” “Rocket” and 
"Yankee." In an old “Journal” kept 
at the engine house in 1834 and after, 
are recorded some interesting items 
concerning the operations of these 
engines. For instance (copying the 
original spelling. etc.) “Engine 
Yankee. When coming around Park- 
er’s Hill forw’d Shaft of Engine 
came apart In center where it had 
been atempted to be wellded by Mr. 
Tuffts but was not. Passengers bro’t 
in by horses & engine also.” 

‘Engine Mercury. Brighton. Cow 
on track. Went over hir and broke 
both supply pipes.” 

‘Engine Jupiter: On Needham 
curve ran over a cow; kill’d hir. 
No damage.” 

“Engine Rocket. Hauling gravill. 
Run over drunken man. Sum bruised 
• — is getting better.”

rotest Against 
Zone Change Near 
Hammond Pond 


The Newton Centre Improvement 
Association has entered a protest a- 
guinst the petition of Patrick O’Laugh- 
lin and others asking that nine acres 
of land at Chestnut Hill, near Ham- 
mond Pond on Bovlston street, be 
changed from residence to business 
zone. Inasmuch as the Board of Al- 
dermen recently changed a small par- 
cel of land in this area from business 
to residence zone. Mr. O’Laughlin and 
his co-petitioners seem optimistic. 


At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night Arthur 
J. Mansfield of 72 Cabot street was 
elected by the Board to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Albert 
D. Howlett. Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 1. Mr. Mansfield was elected 
to the office he now fills at the elec- 
tion in 1929, but after serving sev- 
eral months in the 1930 Board he 
resigned when he moved to Melrose. 
He returned to Newton last year. His 
name was placed in nomination by 
Alderman Gallagher of Ward 1, and 
seconded by Alderman Sproat of the 
same Ward. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the Col- 
onial Beacon Oil Company for a per- 
mit to erect a building at 2246 Com- 
monwealth avenue. A detailed account 
of this is printed elsewhere in the 
GRAPHIC. The hearing on the peti- 
tion of Walter E. Jewell for a per- 
mit to erect a gasoline filling station 
at 1007 Boylston street, Newton High- 
lands, was postponed to the next meet- 
ing because proper notices had not 
been sent to abuttors. 

James T. Gillespie and other resi- 
dents of Solon street, Newton High- 
lands urged that the city lay out and 
improve this street as soon as pos- 
sible. It is a semi-circular highway, 
with a low spot at the turn where 
water gathers and it is feared that 
mosquitos will breed there. Aider- 
man McKay said that he understands 
some of the residents on this street 
want its name changed and he ad- 
vised them to do this before the street 
is accepted. 

The petitions of the heirs of Mary 
Belger. of Jane Belger and other prop- 
erty owners on Cook street, Newton 
Highlands to have this area changed 
from general residence to business 
zone were refused on recommendation 
of the Claims and Rules Committee. 
Alderman Grebenstein. chairman of 
the committee stated that the Newton 
Planning Board had recommended 
that the owners of the properties 
involved pede 15 feet to the city to 
permit the widening of Cook street 
before the area be changed to busi- 
ness zone. The owners refused to co- 
operate in this respect, therefore the 
committee decided against the change. 

Alderman Gordon appeared quite 
indignant at the action of the commit- 
tee. Gordon contended that inasmuch 
as Cook street, running parallel to 
the turnpike, is only a one-way street, 
there is no need of the setback rec- 
ommended by the planning Board. He 
said. “For God’s sake how much land 
do you want Alderman Holden an- 
swered that although Cook street is 
one-way. it is narrow, is used by the 
fire apparatus which is stationed on 
this street to reach Eliot street, and 
should be widened at this corner. 

The Aldermen voted to renew a long 
list of licenses and permits to express- 
men. common victuallers, pool rooms 
and other business ventures which re- 
quire yearly renewals of licenses. Sev- 
eral common victualler licenses were 
held up until the Licenses Committee 
held a recess meeting, and then these 
were also renewed. The only neg- 
ative vote cast on these was that of 
Alderman Temperley on the renewal 
of the amusement park license at 
Norumbega Park. The Ward 5 aider- 
man is opposed to the dance hall 
there. The application of the Noyes 
Diner Company for a dining car at 
306 Washington street. Newton was 
withdrawn at the request of the pe- 
titioner. 

The petition of Patrick O’Loughlin 
and others to change nine acres of 
land near Hammond Pond from resi- 
dence to business zone was refused. 
Alderman Grebenstein explained that 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
is developing a park area adjoining 
this property.

similar to that presented about a year 
ago by the Standard Oil Company for 
an alteration of the building at 562 
Commonwealth ave., New’ton Centre, 
which was turned down. He also 
likened the petition to a petition pre- 
sented several years ago by the Colo- 
nial Company w*hen It sought to de- 
velop its station on Commonwealth 
ave. near Fuller st.. West Newton. 
That petition was also refused. Both 
stations involved in the two past peti- 
tions, were, like the station at Auburn- 
dale, operated in residence zones as 
non-conforming uses. Mr. Packard 
filed a petition opposing the proposed 
service building. He said this peti- 
tion was signed by 76 persons. 

Helen E. Moir of 78 Woodbine st. 
also spoke at considerable length 
against the Colonial Company peti- 
tion. She said the neighbors were 
fooled several years ago when they 
agreed to the petition for the estab- 
lishment of the present station there. 
She said they were promised a lovely 
station and got an eyesore. She said 
if the proposed building is erected the 
pumps at the station will have to be 
moved near the corner of Woodbine 
st., thus creating a traffic hazard. 
Miss Moir stated that many of the 
names of persons who signed the peti- 
tion favoring the proposed building, 
also are on the petition opposing the 
erection of the building. (This shows 
how readily the ordinary person will 
sign any petition. — Ed.). 

Mrs. Algene Stuart of 44 Bourne st. 
also opposed the granting of the per- 
mit to the Colonial Company. She 
said there are plenty of large gaso- 
line stations nearby, the locus is on a 
dangerous corner; If the company 
can’t keep a small station clean, it 
won’t keep a large station clean, and 
the station causes objectionable noise, 
lights and odors.

Guessing Who Did It 

The appetite for detecUve stories, 
by whomever possessed," is always 
keen. People who like to read about 
sleuths and their grizzly adventures 
demand plenty of action, sizzling mys- 
tery, conspiracy enhanced by diabol- 
ical plotting and threatened danger 
and. If you will believe it, a logical 
ending to the many complications. 
Once a reader of this type of fiction 
starts on a volume of thrills anything 
may go wrong in the house and he or 
she will be oblivious to it. 

Engrossed in a wlerd tale of murder 
these voracious readers will let the 
telephone ring and ring and ring and 
pay no attention. Or If you ask a ques- 
tion, repeat It and repeat it again, 
each time in a louder voice, they are 
stone deaf. Give them a message to 
deliver to some other member of the 
household or a friend who may call 
up — useless — they forget It within two 
seconds. No regard whatever for 
lighting and fuel costs. Staying up to 
2 a. m., they must learn who killed 
cock robin or lie awake torturing 
their minds as to the outcome. 

What a row occurs if the book is 
mislaid or somebody gets and shifts 
the bookmark rind their “place” Is 
lost. Wow! And yet how many of us 
there are. Yes, I am guilty. Used to 
be ashamed to admit that I was ab- 
sorbed in the adventures of a keen 
man-hunter from Scotland Yard. But 
I’m bolder now. If all, or many big 
men devour this sort of literature why 
not those of us who play the minor 
roles of “extras” in the drama of life. 

At one of the larger colleges not 
one but half a dozen professors go In 
for detective stories. An eminent 
English scholar and famous teacher 
plans to read from two to three of 
these detective novels for every week- 
end. A jurist, not long ago, saw me 
with “Murder by the Clock,” or what- 
ever the title, under my arm. Saiu 
he, “I read those, too, to take my 
mind off my troubles.” 

I tried with all diligence to learn 
how my fellow citizens felt about it. 
Inquiry at the Newton Free Library 
revealed only a great demand. They 
don’t classify fiction so they could- 
n’t tell me how many detective yarns 
were taken out in a year. A large 
number, of course. The only piece 
of information I obtained was in the 
form of un opinion that this kind of 
novel was “not read quite as much 
ns formerly.” But we’re still strong 
in numbers — we armchair detectives. 

“O, Those Youngsters” 

Much has been written of the ubi- 
quitous small boy. Apparently he is 
not to be downed. Here he is. bob- 
bing up in our very midst with his 
embarrassing questions. This Newton 
six-year-old and his eight-year-old sis- 
ter greeted guests of the dinner par- 
ty, having been allowed to stay up 
while cocktails were served. No, 
they weren’t to receive any — merely 
to look on. Strange? Well, remem- 
it was one of those ultra modern 
homes. 

Among the guests was a middle- 
aged bachelor. A jolly fellow with u 
bald head. Drawn to him, no doubt 
becuuse of the geniality oozing from 
every pore, the boy asked, earnestly, 
"Why haven’t you got any hair on 
the top of your head?" Mother inter- 
vened, but the kindly visitor — a per- 
fect guest it seems — suid, “That’s a 
fair question” und then explained, "My 
hair was blown off by a very strong 
wind.”

DIVISION OF RESEARCH AND GUIDANCE 
The School Committee, appreciative of the necessity for expert 
leadership in developing techniques and procedures for making more 
effective this objective, authorized the Superintendent to set up in 
September. 1933. a new Division of Research and Guidance through 
the appointment of a qualified Director. 

The establishment of this new division gnve recognition to the 
effective nnd excellent work which had already been developed in 
this field In the Newton schools. Excellent beginnings had been made 
through the work of the school psychologist, the personnel and guidance 
director in the senior high school nnd the counselling activities by 
many teachers in the junior high schools. The need for expanding. 
Intensifying nnd coordinating all of these services led directing to the 
organization of this new administrative division. 

Under the leadership of the new director certain aims, concepts 
nnd objectives have been set up and committees of teachers have been 
at work on the many related technical problems involved. For the 
purpose of this report nn outline of these alms, concepts and objec- 
tives will he most helpful. 

THE GENERAL AIM OF GUIDANCE 
Guidance as a specinl function in education aims to provide for the 
individual that opportunity which will permit him to discover nnd 
develop to the fullest extent Ills latent talents and capacities. It 
aims to guide his growth that he may make a happy and harmonious 
adjustment to the various environmental Influences which sur- 
round him and to which he must adapt himself. It aims to guide 
him in the development of habits, attitudes and ideals that are con- 
ducive to a more abundant life. Finally, It alms to so function that 
responsibility for intelligent decision and choice may be assumed by 
the individual as rapidly as Is consistent with safety, the concept 
of self-guidance being the desired goal. 

THE SCOPE OF THE CONCEPT OF GUIDANCE 
Guidance as conceived in Newton does not limit itself to any one 
aspect of an individual. It is concerned with every phase of an In- 
dividual’s life since in every response and reaction to life’s situations an 
individual acts as a unit. It is seen then, as a unitary, all-inclusive 
process in which no one phase of an individual can be considered 
apart from all the others. 

In Interpreting the scope of guidance there will be no attempt 
to compartmentalize It but rather to view it In Its broadest aspect. 
Educational guidance, vocational guidance, curriculum guidance, etc., 
are not considered as distinct phases of guidance, but rather the 
general areas of localization made evident by the nature of the specific 
guidance problems. As such they are Interrelated. Each must neces- 
sarily Involve a consideration of the whole Individual. Obviously 
it is impossible in a real counseling situation, regardless of the 
specific nature of the problem, to neglect the many other aspects. 
To do so would he to jeopardize the normal and balanced development 
of the Individual which is so essential if he is to make a satisfactory 
adjustment. 

Its scope will necessarily be as broad as is the scope of the prob- 
lems of childhood and youth. It will concern itself with problems or 
all degrees of difficulty, the readily solved as well as those for which 
solution may not easily be found. 

It is not peculiar to any one level of education or period of Orowth 
of a child It is a continuous process which begins when the child 
enters school and ends, so far as the Newton schools are concerned, 
only when that child, then as a youth . is satisfactorily adjusting 
himself in the fields of higher education or occupational endeavor. 


About Town

The action of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night in passing a park- 
ing restriction ordinance for Chapel 
street reminded us that traffic ordi- 
nances passed in late years by the 
Aldermen are largely not enforced by 
the police. Automobiles can be seen 
parked in prohibited areas, and parked 
double on streets; they are parked on 
crosswalks in business sections; 
parked all night on streets without 
being properly lighted. lt # has be- 
come a common practice with many 
autoists to ignore “Stop” signs before 
entering through way streets such as 
Washington street and Commonwealth 
avenue. One can also see any day 
autoists ignoring traffic signals and 
driving by red lights. We have ob- 
served this violation of the traffic laws 
a number of times at the intersections 
of Commonwealth avenue with Cen- 
tre and Walnut streets; particularly 
between 4:30 and 6 p.m. To enforce 
the traffic laws and to give protection 
to pedestrians and drivers from speed 
ers along Washington street and oth- 
thoroughfares. more motorcycle 
officers are needed. 


Stores in Newton and Boston which 
close on legal holidays, such as April 
19, deserve the patronage of Amer- 
ican citizens who still believe in pa- 
triotism. More and more stores are 
keeping open on holidays. Many of 
these stores are owned or operated 
by men who are either naturalized 
citizens or sons of men who came to 
tills country to obtain the opportunity 
to procure a decent livelihood. These 
men apparently care little for the 
days dedicated to the patriots who 
were responsible for the creation and 
development of this country. Men 
who were in happy contrast to the 
sordid American financiers who in 
late years allowed selfish motives to 
stifle ideals and prostitute their coun- 
try. Cooperate ^rith the men who 
close their stores on holidays by trad- 
ing at such stores and by refusing to 
trade on holidays at stores which keep 
open on these days.

Alderman 
Grebenstein replied that the condition 
on Magnolia ave. is different; the side- 
walk is higher than the street and the 
overflow was caused by an unusually 
heavy rain. The claims of Mary Tur- 
bertt and Arthur Bradshaw for dam- 
uges to automobiles, and those of 
Marie Parkhurst, Alexander Stewart 
und Bertha McPhail for personal in- 
juries, were all refused. Alderman 
Grebenstein stated that these claims 
were the result of automobiles skid- 
ding on slippery streets and the city 
is not liable. 

William Starkweather sent in 
bill for reimbursement because he had 
to hire a man to shovel out Gibson rd., 
Newtonville, following snowstorms the 
past winter. Katherine Kronborg pre- 
sented a petition to be permitted to 
change a single residence at 24 New- 
tonville ave., Newton, into a two-fam- 
ily residence.

Snowing, could not go fast 
for wheels slid on snow. At N. West- 
parrish (West Newton) got out of 
wood & water. Went to Needham 
(Wellesley) took wood, backed to 
Ledge took water & back’d & met 
passengers by horses. Then went on. 
2% miles irom Framingham hose 
froze. Got to Framing’m thaw'd 
hose & pipes. Went on *4 mile 
above & tunes burst in boiler. Was 
hawl’d back to Framingham by 
horses.” Imagine the comments of 
passengers if anything like that 
should happen in 1934. 

A passenger described his ride 
one one ot those early trains In 
these words: 

“It is,’’ he said, “like riding In 
a house, with a good deal of smoke 
coming out of the chimney and in at 
the windows. You sit on a comfort- 
able bench and look out of the wind 
ows and ride. I trembled to think 
what might happen with all that 
weight ana speed. We had a little 
mishap; the engine broke down and 
stopped. The passengers poured out 
like bees. Wo put our bunds and 
shoulders on the train and pushed it 
backward about a quurter of a mile 
to a passing station. There the engine 
got out of the way, and after an 
hour’s wait a horse was hitched 
to the train and with the help of the 
men lie started it. At the next town 
our horse was reinforced by two 
others. They liuuled us t«* the engine 
stution beyond, where another engine 
was attached to the train and wo 
went on by steam aud at a fearful 
rate of speed.” 

The Boston & Albany’s mumiuotli 
260-ton locomotives and palatial cars 
which today receive only pussing at- 
tention from railroad putrons, com- 
pared with the Boston & Wor- 
cester’s little 5 V6 ton locomotive, the 
crude equipment and the conditions 
under which they wore operated one 
hundred yours ago, demonstrate most 
graphically the wonderful changes 
which have taken place in transporta- 
tion methods during the period of 
one century. Who can foretell whut 
the next hundred years will develop?

Miss Helen Sandstrom. the 
Director, reported that seme of the 
recreational groups were concluding 
their programs, due to the fact that 
their leaders for the year have been 
volunteers from schools and colleges 
in and around the Newtons, and these 
leaders are now relinquishing their 
interests on account of school work. 
Mr. George Kellar. Assistant to the 
Superintendent of Schools, Mr. John 
Lund, gave a very informative talk 
about the methods used by the School 
Department to protect the public 
school child, emphasizing the co-op- 
eration of the department to obtain 
a definite set-up for its purpose. He 
explained the accurate procedure in 
investments for supplies, food, main- 
tenance and sanitation, showing that 
adequate heating, clean schoolroom 
walls and floors, and wholesome food 
products were a very important step 
toward the education of Newton’s 
school children. Great assistance is 
rendered by the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Buildings, the Police Department 
and the Fire Department, so that exits, 
free aisles, faultless fire extinguishers 
and alarms are effective 100 per cent 
when needed. In his opinion, if the 
School Department safeguards the 
school child 22 hours every week, pri- 
vate organizations can greatly relieve 
problems of truancy and crime, if 
they offer opportunities for recrea- 
tion and hobbies for leisure hours. He 
has observed the operations of school 
centers and earnestly hopes that their 
programs will expand so that the 
neighborhood conditions can improve 
under their guidance and efforts.

Fifty Years of 
Useful Service 
Is Celebrated 


When an organization rounds out 
half a century of service in a com- 
munity it rightly commands the inter- 
est and respectful tributes of that 
community. With the close of this 
Club season, Newtonville celebrates 
this span of usefulness in a fitting 
recognition of the Club’s activities 
and all Newton citizens give attention 
in a pause to consider the growth and 
accomplishments of fifty active years 

The inspiration which gave to what 
may well be a grateful community the 
Newtonville Woman’s Club, now four 
hundred and fifty in membership, -was 
Mrs. John W. Dickinson’s, the wife 
of the secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation for the State of Massachusetts, 
who formulated plans for a Woman’s 
Guild in Newtonville, their first fort- 
nightly meeting being held on April 
4th, 1884, in Hull House, once the 
home of the famous General in the 
Revolution, located at the corner of 
Walnut and Austin streets, at that 
time the home of Mrs. John L. Rob- 
erts. 

The Guild met for many years at 
the homes of members; its avowed 
object being to unite the women of 
Newtonville in charitable, social, and 
intellectual activities. Its oldest 
philanthropy was the Newton Hospi- 
tal. Before the Guild was quite two 
months old, on June 2nd, 1884, to be 
exact, its records show that It appro- 
priated $140 to the original Cottage 
Hospital, to furnish the dining-room, 
and this was before ground had been 
broken for this project. Again, in 
1888, records show a contribution of 
$220 and later a free bed at $300 
year, for nine years; as well as as- 
sistance given in the establishment of 
the School for Nurses. Today the New- 
tonville Woman’s Club carries forward 
this keen interest in the Hospital by 
annual contributions of money, and 
by giving, through a committee, a day 
each month to sew or to work on 
dressings, and by; the collection each 
fall of old linens and the generous 
gift of glasses of jellies and preserves, 
made by Club members, always to 
the number of four to five hundred 
glasses. 

In 1906 the Club contributed $750 
toward the purchase, of the famous 
Claflin estate, once the home of a 
Governor of Massachusetts, for which 
funds were being raised, as a gift to 
the city, to be developed and used for 
High Schools. 

Among its other fine works which 
bless individuals and community, the 
Club since 1925 has given annually 

Scholarship to some young woman 
of Newtonville so that she may con- 
tinue her education, and the Club 
maintains a Scholarship Guarantee 
Fund, although the Annual Bridge 
Party always supplies the needed $200. 
The Club gives a Christmas Party each 
year to sixty underprivileged children, 
with entertainment, refreshments, and 
toys, which delight these deprived 
youngsters. The Club also assists in 
the sale of Health Christmas Seal* 
in the district, the drive in 1933 
amounting to over $820. 

The Guild changed its official name 
to Newtonville Woman's Club in 1919. 
In October 1920 records show that 
money that had been accumulating 
toward the day when the Club should 
own Its own home was deposited as 
a Housing Account, and in the spring 
of 1932, when Mrs. Herbert F. Blair 
was its president, the Club had the 
proud moment of voting to realize its 
dream and use this accumulated fund 
in the purchase of the property of 
the Universalist Society on Washing- 
ton park, this being a stone church, 
with considerable land extending in 
the rear to Madison avenue. Here in 
these new quarters that house the 
Club admirably, there is a large audi- 
torium, a social hall with kitchenette, 
directors' room, president's office; a 
downstairs kitchen, and the former 
banquet hall which has blossomed 
forth, renovated and redecorated, to 
he a fine Gallery, where various ex- 
hibits have given pleasure already, 
and others may be staged for the en- 
joyment and information of the pub- 
lic. 

The acquisition of an estate always 
means new responsibilities, new ef- 
forts to guin the needed income. The 
Club House spurs to new ideas, new 
offerings: and social lifo gains, as 
well as the financial and informative. 
Art. Drama. Music. ‘Current Events, 
Literature, Lectures, Bridge Parties, 
Dances, vie with one another to en- 
tertain and improve. To Miss Es- 
telle Marsh, chairman of Dramatics 
for some time before the Club House 
was purchased, must lie given the 
recognition that her efficient work in 
pluy.s open to the public brought much 
money to the Housing fund. Others 
have given of their services and tal- 
ents. Volunteer Service, Education, 
and other committees serve the com- 
munity needs and civic improvement. 
As an example of community co-opera- 
tion, observe lust December, when 
beautiful Christmas tableaux were 
shown in the Tower doorway on 
Christmas eve, while enrols were sung 
by singers of the city, at the Com- 
munity Christmas Tree in the Park. 

Needless to say this Club is a char- 
ter member of the General, State, and 
Newton (city) Federations, instant to 
recognize the progress of unified ef- 
fort In club work. It incorporated at 
the time It purchased its Club House 
In 1932. Its present president is Mrs. 
Edwin P. Crnwe. 

The record of this Club would not 
bo complete If It were not mentioned 
that in February 1930 the Club bene- 
fited by the will of Miss Susy Allen 
Dickinson, daughter of the founder 
of the Guild, and herself u charter 
member of the Club. One may realize 
that in this generous remembrance 
the donor took pride und tender in-

Business Men Hold 
Meeting at Centre 
To Formulate Code 


A gathering of Newton businessmen 
was held on Monday night at Bray 
Hall. Newton Centre, to organize a 
Local Retail Code Authority for this 
city in conjunction with the N. R. A. 
The meeting was arranged hv Rupert 
C. Thompson, Secretary of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce. He explained 
that the purpose of the meeting was 
to effectuate self-government in the 
retail trade of Newton and to start 
an organization which will secure the 
fullest and fairest administration of 
the Retail Codes. As the city has a 
number of trading areas, those elected 
to the Authority were chosen irom all 
sections of the city and from the dif- 
ferent divisions of trade. 

In accordance with the N. R. A. leg- 
islation, application has been made to 
Washington for sanction of the Au- 
thority in Newton and as soon as this 
is received another meeting will be 
called of the different divisions in Re- 
tail Trade so that all may become 
familiar with the provisions of their 
codes. The organization will work 
for the benefit of Newton merchants 
and will strive to make retail estab- 
lishments in this city as good, and 
better than those in surrounding 
places. It was emphasized that resi- 
dents of the Newtons spend too much 
money outside this city. Much of this 
practice is Just force of habit, al- 
though many things that enter into 
the dally life of the community can- 
not be purchased here. It is real- 
ized, so the meeting was told, that 
most persons want to purchase the 
most for their money, quality consid- 
ered. Newton merchants will be urged 
to take concerted action to convince 
the people of this city that the busi- 
ness men of Newton have merchan- 
dise and prices that compare favora- 
bly with those of other cities.

Prominent Newton 
Philanthropist Dies 
At Age of 92 Yrs. 

Miss Elizabeth Spear of S9 Walnut 
park, Newton, died on Saturday, 
April 21. She was horn in Boston. 
92 years ago, the daughter of Edward 
Spear and Abigail (Fenno) Spear. Her 
father was a native of Newton. When 
she was six months of age her par- 
ents moved to Newton and for 90 year.4 
she resided in the house in which she 
died. She was one of four sisters, the 
Misses Mary, Abbie, Caroline and 
Elizabeth Spear, none of whom mar- 
ried. Miss Elizabeth Spear conducted 
a private school in this city for near- 
ly a half century. She started teaching 
pupils in her home and later the 
school was located at Newton Corner 
in a house on the site now occupied 
by the Gas Company office. 

During her long life Miss Spear 
was very active in charitable work. 
For many years before welfare w-ork 
in this city was organized, she assist- 
ed hundreds of poor families and in- 
dividuals who needed aid. 

She became greatly interested in 
the Sunday School at North Village 
in 1863. and from then on, her inter- 
est broadened until it included not 
only tii<- whole of that section now 
known as Nonantum, but also the 
entire city. The poor and those in 
need always found her a friend. Her 
home was a place where the needy, 
regardless of race, creed or color, 
found a welcome and material assist- 
ance. Her sympathy extended to ev- 
ery organization which hud for its ob- 
ject the helping of the unfortunate. 
She loved the church, and the things 
relating to God’s Kingdom every- 
where. 

Her one aim in life seemed to be 
to make her contribution toward hap- 
pier people and a better world. The 
welfare of the poor, the sick, the 
aged, the shut-ins and youth was al- 
ways on her heart. Like the village 
parson in Goldsmith’s Deserted Vil- 
lage “she watched and wept, prayed 
and felt for all”; and yet, with all 
her charitable instinct she always 
felt that to help people help them- 
selves was the finest sort of service 
in the end. 

Her funeral service was held at her 
lute home on Monday afternoon. Rev. 
Everett E. Buchelder of North Con- 
gregational Church officiated. Inter- 
ment was in Newton Cemetery. 


NEWTON ARCHERS HOLD

EIGHTY COMPETITORS 

The Newton Archers held their 
first quarterly shoot of the season on 
the holiday. April 19th, with a record 
number of competitive entries in the 
various events.

Newton and 
Nonantum. the most populous sections 
of the city in the past, contained two 
Wards. 1 and 7. Newtonville and 
part of Nonantum composed Ward 2. 
Ward 3 was confined to West New- 
ton : Ward 4 included Auburndale and 
Lower Falls. When the city was es- 
tablished.^ the only thickly populated 
part of Ward 5 was Upper Fails, and 
this Ward also included Newton High- 
lands. Waban and much of Oak Hill 
Ward 6 contained within its confines 
Newton Centre and Chestnut Hill. 

The city of Newton is unique. It is 
quite probable that few. if anv mu- 
nicipalities in the United States de- 
veloped as did Newton. Nearly a cen- 
tury ago the main line of the Boston 
& W orcester Railroad was construct- 
ed along the north side of the then 
Town of Newton with railroad sta- 
tions located about one mile apart. 
There had been Colonial villages at 
Newton Corner, and West Parish: two 
miles apart. The railroad company 
built stations at these two places and 
they were eventually designated as 
Newton and West Newton. Between 
them a station was built at Hull’s 
Crossing which was called Newton- 
ville. About a mile beyond West New- 
ton another station was located and 
called Auburndale. A branch line was 
run to the old manufacturing village 
Newton Lower Falls. Communi- 
ties grew up around these railroad 
stations, each with its own business 
section, churches and schools and 
each became a social and political 
unit. About a half century ago the 
Circuit Branch was constructed and 
railroad facilities afforded to the old 
villages of Newton Centre; to the 
newly developed district at Newton 
Highlands and to the scattered resi- 
dences at sparsely settled Waban. At 
these villages, as at those on the 
North side of the city, distinct com- 
munity life developed. And the same 
held true at the old industrial district 
of Newton Upper Falls, served by the 
New England Railroad. 

Practically the only mediums for

The new ward lines, as planned by 
the Assessors’ Department, will Rive 
the pood folks something to talk about 
and kick about during the next few 
months. This is not a criticism of 
the Assessors’ Department. Ordeis 
were given to devise new ward lines 
according to population and this was 
done. Now, the citizens of Newton 
can tear the plans to pieces and sug- 
gest better plans. 

Newton has so ltfrge a percentage 
of its population composed of persons 
who have resided in this city but for 
a few years, that the portent of the 
proposed political revision of the city 
does not Impress them one way or the 
other. Their knowledge of the city Is 
quite limited. But. to old residents, 
such as yours truly, the plan as pro- 
posed is funny. It is weird. Take for 
instance the new lines for Ward 1. 
This ward would include ^11 those 
parts of the present Ward 1 and Ward 
7 north of the B. &,A. tracks. This 
would necessitate placing in new Ward 
1 a narrow sliver of territory now in 
Ward 7 east of Centre st. and con- 
taining within its confines Charlesbank 
rd., Nonantum pi., JefTerson st. and a 
few houses on Maple and Williams 
Kts. abutting Watertown. By all 
rhyme and reason this little area 
ought to be retained in the proposed 
Ward 7. Why in heaven’s name it is 
included in Ward 1 we can’t under- 
stand. unless it would be to keep the 
lowlanders of Newton Corner apart 
from the apparently more prosperous 
highlanders on Hunnewell Hill and 
Mount Ida. In past years some snob- 
ilsh persons in Newton regarded the

railroad tracks as a sort of “Mason 

& Dixon line.” 

Instead of creating a new ward by 
the simple method of taking all the 
territory north of the B. & A. tracks 
from Faneuil to the Waltham line at 
Calvary Cemetery, and by so doing 
mixing up the villages of Newton 
Corner. Nonantum, Newtonville and 
West Newton, why not adopt anoth- 
er simple plan that would largely re- 
tain the present unity of Newton 
Corner. Why not take Precinct 2 of 
Ward 1 with 2014 voters and join 
it with Ward 7 which has 3030 vo- 
ters? This would make a distinctly 
Newton Corner ward with 5044 voters, 
only 59 more than the ward planned 
by the Assessors would contain.

Oddments 

It may be a trifle late for a Pa- 
triot’s Day story but you know there 
were those funny rules of the post- 
office department to think of and any- 
way this didn’t come to me until last 
Sunday.

So he bade ills wife take 
the car and the children and the 
dog and spend the day with her peo- 
ple some 20 miles up State. Mean- 
while he mnde a list of odd jobs for 
himself. The family seemed pleased 
and. as the husband had a right to 
believe, were grateful. As the car 
was turning out of the driveway fare- 
wells were waved back and forth. 
“Don’t forget to have a good time,” 
called the man. "We won’t,” his wife 
replied, “and don’t you forget the 
storm windows and the screens.” 

Not infrequently I find that there 
are people who take their recreation 
pretty seriously. It may be neces- 
sary in order to promote the general 
success of an undertaking and there- 
fore I can only say, “Far be it from 
me to criticise.” However, a group of 
friends who make a practice of tak- 
ing long walks for the benefit to be 
derived are fussier than you would 
think. They insist upon maintaining 
a certain pace, of covering not less 
than a specified number of miles and 
halting at just so many places for 
rest. Furthermore, they won’t allow 
dogs to accompany them so any mem- 
ber who wants to exercise his canine 
friend must choose some other time. 
Probably there are other rules all of 
which must be observed. To one who 
like myself prefers to saunter the 
whole idea seems too methodical and 
business-like. Probably I’m wrong 
again. 


Heave Ho and Then Some 

There are enthralling mysteries 
which do not relate to crime and 
just to prove that I can become in- 
terested in puzzles that fail to send 
chills up your spine or make your 
hair stand on end I herewith proceed. 
This has to do with the blue ocean 
or rather with salt water and the 
creatures who thrive on it and belo>v 
and above the surface. 

It also contains a word of cheer 
for those of us who love our Cape 
Cod Summer sojourns and particularly 
the things we get to eat there. Fur- 
thermore. it has a kind word for our 
recent Winter which all of us have 
been grumbling about, more or less. 
Sounds complicated, but I think I can 
make myself clear. 

A genuine Cape Cod fisherman, with 
a bronzed face and a sturdy manner 
started all this. I happened to ask 
him what effect our Winter weather 
had on fish and what those of us who 
yearn for sea food, lobsters especial- 
ly, might expect this coming Summer. 
At once my fisherman friend told me 
that the ice that was so thick and 
plentiful was really seasonable and 
in consequence caused the fish to fol- 
low their regular habits. In other 
words an open Winter upsets their 
calculations. When conditions are 
mild lobsters and other fish are apt, 
as my friend put it. to "straggle” in- 
stead of doing their regular hibernat- 
ing stuff. But with ice floes and low- 
temperatures they proceed in schools 
and. hanging together, avoid as best 
they can the frigid conditions. 

This is the very thing they’ve been 
at this Winter which, the fisherman 
declares, will make for plenty of good 
deep-sea fishing and the other kind, 
too. He even says that lobsters will 
follow their usual program and put 
for the shore. "They won’t stop un- 
til they get to the beach,” he averred. 
So delighted was I that I made him 
repeat. Then I asked him if we could 
count on plenty of fish and lobsters 
and he replied, “As I look at it this 
should be a big Summer for that 
sort of thing.” I mentioned several 
varieties, the kind I have an appetite 
for, including swordfish, and he glad- 
ly reiterated his assurance. 

Now for another plunge into the 
weird and hidden. An acquaintance 
believes so strongly in the curative 
pow’ers of salt water that he has a 
quart of it scooped up at Marblehead 
and delivered to him regularly each 
w'eek. Uses it for a gargle and nasal 
spray. Says his father learned about 
it years ago from an English physi- 
cian in Madagascar. Sounds odd to 
one w-ho knows notiiing of medicine 
but, as I said when w-e started, one 
mystery to me is as good as another. 


The Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
has started a campaign to apprehend 
t he many ow r ners of automobiles in 
Massachusetts who are violating the 
law by not having their cars proper- 
ly registered in this State. To avoid 
paying the compulsory liability in- 
surance charges, many "w’ise” persons 
have had their cars registered in other 
States. Some of these persons are 
driving cars registered in States 
where they spend a couple of months 
in the summer, or where they occa- 
sionally go on week ends. Ordinarily 
we don’t believe in squealing. But, 
if in your neighborhood there is any 
automobile owner who is driving an 
uninsured cur, registered outside of 
Massachusetts, it is your duty to your- 
self and the public to report such an 
individual to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles or to the New-ton police. 


The practice of pulling false alarms 
is increasing. It has caused fatal ac- 
cidents when fire uppurutus bus been 
responding^ to such ulurms. It de- 
prives the public of proper protection 
for life and property. It causes con- 
siderable expense to overburdened 
taxpayers. Those found guilty of pull- 
ing rulse ulurms should not be let off 
with smuli fines or suspended sen- 
tences. Severe punishment is the 
only way to stop this practice. 


Quiet But Not Lonely 

What appeared to me as a dismal 
job isn’t quite that as I have learned. 

I refer to the duties of a night w’atch- 
man. How dull and dreary it must 
be, I often thought, to wander among 
the vast emptiness of a large build- 
ing, in and out of offices which dur- 
ing the day were peopled by busy 
men und women. The loneliness has 
impressed me more deeply when I 
have had to remain after hours to 
catch up on some work and found the 
putlent, plodding custodian wuving a 
bunch of keys and looking solemnly 
through unoccupied rooms. 

My views have changed. It’s not 
as bad as my imagination pictured. 
Listen to whut was poured into my 
ear: 

"A lot of people think we have a 
snup, but they're deud wrong,” suid 
the weury watchman. "We have plen- 
ty to do und all because other folks 
are forgetful or Just down-right 
cussed. Instead of locking dusk und 
doors and windows they just clear out 
ami leave everything for us to do. 
I cun’t, begin to tell you how- many 
leave things on the desks und stuff 
lying urouud t hut should have been 
put away. 

"Maybe they don’t care, but it’s 
our job to keep things struight und 
you can bet tliut If we didn’t they

Specific Objectives of Guidance in the Elementary School , 

Consistent with the general aim and scope of guidance, the Newton 
schoo.s recognize the importance of tho pupil problems which exist 
in the elementary school. In many of these are found the begin- 
nings of maladjustments which might seriously blight a child’s per- 
sonality if ullowed to go unchecked. Complexes, fears, compensa- 
tions, and other evidences of mental ill-heulth which are not dis- 
covered and remedied will not on t y prevent children from getting 
from life all that it should hold for them, but may lead to 
more serious results. 

Assisting children to make happy adjustments at this stage of 
their development cannot but resuit in a reduction in the number 
and kind of problems which are met in the junior and senior high 
schools. 

Guidance in the elementary school not only attempts to promote 
healthy mental attitudes, but it alBo attempts to promote normal 
social growth. Since co-operative living is social living, w-e can not 
assist children too early to correct those anti-social habits which may 
prevent them from leading normal social lives. We must stimulate in 
them the desire lor normal and happy human re.ationships, that 
through these experiences, they may grow in social adaptability. 

Guidance must be provided so that the children of elementary 
school age will not over-tax their physical natures to meet the re- 
quirements of intensive educational programs and over-ambitious 
parents. This is particularly true in the case of those gifted children 
whose mental development so greatly exceeds their physical de- 
velopment that they very often are working beyond the limit of 
their physical capacity. Guidance has a service to render to those 
unfortunate children who do not possess the physical equipment of 
the normal child. They must be guided carefully that they may 
make the most of themselves within their limitations. 

Guidance at this level must progressively adapt school tasks to 
the capacity of tho child to perform them. It must be constantly on 
the alert to challenge the maximum response from each and every 
individual. It must assist in providing that kind of an educational 
environment that will be most conducive to the maximum growth 
of each. It attempts to effect adjustments when needed, which take 
into account the innate difference of individuals, and does not 
recommend that children attempt tasks before there is evidence 
of a real readiness and desire to begin them. It makes use of those 
opportunities for aiding children in evaluating their work habits, 
that they may increase in personal effectiveness. 

These opportunities and many others are indicative of the service 
which we may render to children in our elementary schools, through 
the agency of guidance, it is a challenge that we can not over- 
look if we are interested in the total welfare of the child.

the Ward 6 line, on the North by the 
Charles River to the Watertown line 
at the junction of Jefferson and Ma- 
ple sts., and on the West by the 
Ward 1 line along Emerson, Chan- 
ning and Centre sts. 

The number of voters in the vari- 
ous Wards at present is — Ward One, 
3055; Ward Two, 5761; Ward Three, 
4894; Ward Four, 3386; Ward Five, 
6301; Ward Six, 6229; Ward Seven, 
3030. The number of voters in the 
proposed new wards would be — Ward 
One, 4981; Ward Two, 4712; Ward 
Three, 4793; Ward Four, 4704; Ward 
Five, 4688; Ward Six. 4205, Ward 
Seven, 4673. 

The new ward lines, as planned by 
the Assessors are based solely on 
population ; village lines are disrupted. 
Some of the proposed Wards con- 
tain parts of four villages and dissect 
existing villages even in the midst 
of their business sections. It is 
planned to hold hearings in various 
parts of the city to discuss the pro- 
posed changes, and that vigorous pro- 
tests will be made is an assured fact. 
Many citizens suggest that a new 
ward be laid out at the South Side of 
the city as a means of allowing the 
different villages to continue as sep- 
arate political units. 

The proposed changes will cause 
Ward 1 to be bounded on the South 
by the Boston & Albany railroad 
tracks from the Brighton line to Wal- 
nut st. at Newtonville sq.; on the 
West by Walnut, Crafts and Waltham 
sts. to the Waltham line at Calvary 
Cemetery; on the North by the 
Charles River and the Watertown line. 
This new Ward would include that 
part of Precinct 1 of Ward 7 north 
of the B & A tracks with 771 voters. 
That part of Precinct 2 of Ward 7 
which includes the small triangle 
bounded by the tracks, Centre and 
Washington Hts. at Newton Corner. 
The only dwelling in this area is the 
Whitman Block with 15 voters. The 
Ward would contain that part of Pre- 
cinct 2 of the present Ward 1, north 
of the B & A tracks, with 786 voters, 
and Precinct 1 of Ward 1 (Nonantum), 
with 1041 voters. It would include 
Precinct 1 of Ward 2 with 1307 vot- 
ers; Precinct 3 of Ward 2 (No- 
nantum) with 854 voters; and that 
section of Precinct 1 of Ward 3 bound 
ed by North, Crafts and Waltham sts. 
to the Waltham line. 

The proposed Ward 2 will be con- 
fined largely to the presont Newton- 
ville district. It will Include Precinct 2 
of Ward 2 with 1591 voters; Precinct 
4 of Ward 2 with 1172 voters; Precinct 
6 of Ward 2 with 837 voters; tliut 
part of Precinct 1 of Ward 3 west of 
Albemarle rd. and Eddy st. and east 
of Waltham st., with 1035 voters; and 
thut part of Precinct 4 of Wurd 6 be- 
tween Cedar. Morton, Mill st. und 
Commonwealth uve. with 77 voters.

many residents of West Newton, 
from Waltham st. to Eddy st. and Al- 
bemarle rd. to become a minority in 
the Newtonville Ward. 

The proposed Ward 3 includes that 
part of Precinct 1 of the present 
Ward 3 between Waltham and Cherry 
sts. and between Chestnut and Put- 
nam sts., with 613 voters; Precinct 
2 of Ward 3, except the little area be- 
tween Commonwealth ave. and Fuller 
st., with 1528 voters; Precinct 3 of 
Ward 3, with 1464 voters; Precinct 1 
of Ward 4, except West of Lexington 
st. and Commonwealth ave., with 964 
voters; that part of Precinct 3 of 
Ward 4 between Crescent and 
Greenough sts. and Commonwealth 
ave., with 224 voters.

ler st. and Commonw’ealth ave., with 
•17 voters; that part of Precinct 4 of 
Ward 6 west of Walnut st. and be- 
tween Commonw’ealth ave. and Bea- 
con st., w’ith 166 voters.

of Parker street, with 888 voters. In 
short, Ward 5 would lose Waban and 
thut part of Oak Hill east of Dedham 
and Parker streets; it would add that 
part of Ward 6 between Parker and 
Clark streets. 

The proposed Ward 6 would include 
that part of Precinct 1 of present 
Wurd 6 south of Commonwealth ave 
nue, with 535 voters; Precinct 2 of 
Ward 6, eust of Parker street, with 
1301 voters; Precinct 3 of Ward 6. 
except north of Commonwealth ave- 
nue. with 9J5 voters; Precinct 4 of 
Ward 6, except those sections north 
of tiie avenue and west of Wulnut 
street, with 1086 voters; that part of 
Precinct 4 of Wurd 5, (Oak Hill) 
east of Dedlium und Purker streets, 
with 308 voters.
